Thousands of students and 
young people worldwide are putting their 
generosity into action by volunteering to 
spend their school breaks and valuable 
weekends on construction sites, These 
young people volunteer their recreation 
time tn order to build houses for others in 
need. Through an organization known as 
Habitat for Humanity, these young people 
are single handedly helping to eliminate 
poverty housing and homelessness from 
the world 

Habitat for Humanity is a 
Christian based organization that builds 
and remodels houses with the help of the 
homeowners. families, and other volun- 
(cers. The houses are sold to familics at 


no profit and financed with no-interest 
loans, The homeowners’ monthly mort- 
gage payments enter a Fund for 
Humanity that is used to build future 
Habitat homes. With the help of thou- 
sands of hands, Habitat for Humanity 
International has built a total of 100,000 
houses around the world. 

Habitat for Humanity 
International was founded in 1976. by 
Millard and Linda Fuller. Their daughter. 
Georgia Fuller. was an Agnes Scott stu- 
dent (class of 1994) and started the Agnes 
Scott College Chapter of Habitat for 
Humanity in 1993, Since then, Agnes 
Scott's Campus Chapter has built houses 
in partnership with the Women's House 
Build. Atlanta Habitat, Decatur 
Presbyterian Church, First Presbyterian 
Church of Savannah, and many other

So then why are we again the 
victims, but this time because of our 
fellow Americans? We all are connect- 
ed in one way or the other to the victims 
of New York City and Washington DC 
And we ali need to come together in 
this hardship as a diverse nation. 

"| fear for the future for not only 
of Arabs and of Muslims but for all 
minorities in our country. America has 
come a long way, fighting for every- 
one's equality; and it would truly be a 


shame if we transgressed into a time of 


extreme inequality, racism, and dis- 
crimination. However, this backlash is 
evidence that we have not quite reached 
our goal of equality and that more work 
must be done. For my fellow Muslim 
brothers and sisters and myself the last 
weck has been extremely difficult in the 
sense that we fear to leaye our homes 
and express our beliefs. For many of 
us, this is a new, frightening experience. 
Many of the Arabs and Muslims you 
meet are first generation, American 
born. The United States is our home. 
So when people make remarks such as, 
"go back to your country," we are 
stunned. This is our country. We know 
only to be ourselves as we have grown 
up with the freedom of expression. 
Suddenly considering whether we want 
to be ourselves is an extremely terrify- 
ing and frightening experience on a per- 
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sonal level. Believe me, I know. Many 
of the Agnes Scott Muslim students as 
well as myself have had to consider 
whether we wanted to leave campus 
wearing Hijab. Being an American cit- 
izen, | never thought that I would have 
to weigh my safety against my beliefs 
Sadly, a few of us opted to remove our 
Hijab off campus out of utter fear. 

For the last week, we all have 
heard the press use the term "Islamic 
Terrorists" a number of times. But 
unbeknownst to the media and to many 
Americans, this term is an oxymoron. 
Such a person cannot exist because 
Islam is a religion of peace. The reli- 
gion itself promotes harmony in all 
aspects of daily life. The adjective 
"Muslim" means peaceful. The idea of 
peace has also been incorporated into 
the formal greeting between Muslims, 
Assalamu-alaikum, which _ literally 
translates into "peace be upon you." 
Islam does not tolerate aggression, nor 
does it promote the initiation of wars 
The followers of Islam are commanded 
by Allah not to begin hostilities or par- 
take in any kind of act that violates the 
rights of others. It is essential that we 
recognize and understand the religion 
of Islam and what it stands for. Only 
then can we begin to dispel the myth 
and knee-jerk reaction of linking terror- 


our society, In the late 1970's and early 
1980's, England was victim to the IRA, 
a terrorist group. These individuals 
were described as militant Catholics 
who were attempting to end British rule 
in N. Ireland. But they were never 
referred to as "Catholic Terrorists." We 
all need to recognize that the events that 
took place in England as well as in 
America are the result of INDIVIDU- 
ALS and not a religion or arace. These 
individuals have harbored feelings con- 
trary to what Islam teaches and have 
acted against what it prescribes. 

So. | call upon the Agnes Scott 
Community to absorb and understand 
what has been stated. We may not all be 
able to directly affect the political ram- 
ifications of this event: however, we 
can affect the social ramifications. 
Each individual on our campus should 
take it upon her shoulders to educate 
her family, friends, and neighbors. | 
invite everyone to be aware and help 
expel any sort of discrimination or 
stereotype. I sincerely hope and trust 
that everyone will share in this process 
of healing.

My first hint at college food 
came from going to church camp at 
King's College in Bristol, Tennessee.

for the disrespect to Wendy's). 

My second college food expe- 
rience came years later while visiting 
my brother at Stanford University. 
Such a high class, expensive institution, 
you would think, would be able to 
afford some quality meals for its stu- 
dents. Like me, you would be disap- 
pointed. On Parents' Weekend, when 
they are supposed to trot out the best 
they have to offer, the meal served to 
the visitors consisted of what looked 
like Kroger brand lasagna-in-a-plastic- 
box barely reheated and some over- 
steamed random vegetables 

Now | attend the University of 
Colorado at Boulder. We have a typical 
serve-yourself assembly line set up in 
our dining halls, offering one meat, one 
fish, and one vegetable. The vegetables 
always look suspiciously similar to 
those Stanford veggies. Since the uni- 
versity is so far away from the ocean, 
the fish is never trustworthy. That 
leaves the meat. The pork and beef 


dishes are good, but the chicken is quite 
possibly the worst dish they have. The 
day after a meal of some chicken breast 
in a sauce, they serve breaded chicken 
that is just about the same size as what 
they served you the day before. The 
day after that it's "Chicken Cosmo," 
which is thinner and more breaded.

And while 
my meals in Colorado are prepared by 
Oompa Loompas in a dark basement of 
the dining hall, unseen by the eyes of 
mortals, at Agnes Scott I can watch my 
meals being prepared in plain view.

Agnes Scott College took 
immediate measures to maintain the 
feeling of community on campus in 
response tothe September 11, 2001 ter- 
roristattack on the Pentagon and World 
Trade Center. 

Within hours of the attack, 
Dr. Laura S. Sugg, Julia Thompson 
Smith Chaplain and Assistant Professor 
of Religious Studies at the college, sent 
an email to inform all students and tac- 
ulty/staff "the college 1s responding as a 
community to [the] terrorist attacks 
ina number of ways" and wished to "be 
supportive of each other at this. trau- 
matic time." 

Methods of community 
response to the attacks included a 
Community Reflection Service in 
Gaines Chapel that afternoon at 4:30pm 
with words from President Mary 
Brown Bullock, Dr. Sugg, and 
Assistant Dean of Students Shuronda 


Smith, Also, areas in Alston Campus _ 


Center, Evans Dining Hall, and 
Buttrick Hall Lobby were designated as 
meeting places for people to congregate 
to watch television broadcasts of the 
current events. Student Kecia Jones '02 
was working that morning at the Black 
Cat Café when students arrived to 


Watch the televised news in the Hub of 


Alston Student Center. Jones, who 
served water to some of the students 
physically effected by the graphic 
images on live TV, said she found the 
designated areas for community gather- 
ing "comforting" and students were 
"brought .. . together." 

Rosemary Levy Zumwalt, 
Vice President of Academic Affairs, 
explained via email later that afternoon 
that classes were not cancelled as the 


college believed "it would be better if 


students could meet with others in their 
classes, to havea familiar place to gath- 
cr." 

Student Melissa Gallegos ‘04 
said while not canceling classes con- 
tributed "u sense of normalcy” in light 
of the- day's events, she “wished time 
was devoted out of respect for those 
who were most strongly effected by the 
incidents."

port for students were held on 
September 13. Dr. Sugg officiated at 
Interlaith Vigil in Maclean Auditorium, 
members of the campus community 
were inyited to a discussion in Lower 
Evans from 12;15-2:00pm to discuss 
the recent occurrences, and a candlelit 
"Silent Vigil" was held on Woodrutf 
Quad later thdt evening for all members 
ofthe campus community. 

On September 14 the college 
joined the nation ina "silent vigil" at 
noon to listen to the ringing of bells in 
remembrance the thousands of people 
lost during the attack. Many students 
and faculty’staff members joined hands 
on the main quadrangle during the 
vigil. During the vigil "spontaneous" 
outbursts of song occurred, including 
"The Star Spangled Banner," "Amazin 
Grace,” and "God Bless America" 
echoed throughout the campus. 

Muslim Student Assosciation 
(MSA) member Sarah Chaudhary ‘02 
said the college has been "proactive" in 
uniting ASC as a community. Fellow 
MSA member Tayyeba Ahmad '02 also 
commented on campus leaders! strong 
efforts to offer the MSA members sup- 
port afler of the terrorist attacks.

1 feel that 1 must respond to some com- 
ments made by Jerry Falwell soon after the tragic 
attack on America last week. Here is a quote from an 
article in Saturday's (September 15, 2001) Atlanta 
Journal and Constitution by Associated Press reporter, 
Chris Kahn: 

"Falwell. a Baptist minister and chancellor 
of Liberty University in Lynchburg, Va.,said Thursday 
on [Pat] Robertson's religious TV program "The 700 
Club" that he blames the attacks on pagans, abortion- 
ists, feminists, homosexuals, the American Civil 
Liberties Union and the People for the American Way. 
‘All of them who have tried to secularize America. I 
point the finger in their face and say, "You helped this 
happen,” ’ Falwell said." 

Jerry Falwell's implication that God has 
removed protection from America due to our (or spe- 
cific groups') sinfulness goes against everything | 
believe about our God who loves and redeems in jus- 
tice, To think that in any way God condoned or willed 
the horrific attack on innocents (and even not-so-inno- 
cents) in the World Trade Center, in Pennsylvania, and 
the Pentagon is to make God evil. This was not some 
natural disaster (even they, I believe, are not God 
"smiting" places or peoples). This was an evil act in 
direct contradiction to God's will for human beings. 
God gives humans free will, and some of us will 
choose evil rather than good. 

Jesus said, “Love your enemies, and pray 
for them that persecute you that you may be children 
of your Father who is in heaven; for he makes the sun 


to rise on the evil and the good, and sends rain on the 
just and the: unjust..." (Matthew $:44-45) Granted, 
there are some biblical accounts of God participating 
in the destruction of peoples and places. The new cre- 
ation ushered in by Christ, | believe. is one in which no 
one is promised physical protection from the evil of 
others, but we know that the physical body is not the 
beginning and end of who we are, God cun bring 
amazing good from the worst of human beings’ evil 


God sends the sun and the rain on the just and the 
unjust. Redemption and comfort is freely offered to 
us, not necessarily physical protection. 

I still pray to God for protection when | am 
frightened, but I know that if I were to be injured or 
become a crime victim, that it would NOT be because 
God was punishing me for my sinfulness or because 
God had "removed" protection from me. There are too 
many long-lived, prosperous sinners around to believe 
that holiness is insurance against difficulty. We are all 
sinful and need always to repent for the ways in which 
we fall short. But this repentance is not to bargain for 
God's greater protection from physical harm, it is to 
increase conformity with God's just and loving will. 
Then, no matter what happens to my body, | am secure 
knowing that my loving Creator will welcome me 
home with open arms when my time on earth is over 
(Luke 15:20). I need not live in fear, but trust in God's 
love (1 John 4:16-21). To think that prosperity or safe- 
ty is a sign of God's special privilege would go against 
Jesus' repeated assertion that “Blessed are the poor in 
spirit..." and blessed are you when you are persecuted 
for righteousness sake (Matthew $:1-12), and his 


encouragement to “take up your cross..." (Mutthew 
10:38) 

Itis this tdea of Falwell's that disturbs me- 
-that if we are as a nation following God's will that 
nothing bad will happen to us, and that if something 
bad happens it shows that we have sinned in some sort 
of way and warranted God's absence. Again, bad 
things happen to good people all the time (Jesus was 
crucified, many of the Apostles were killed for their 
belicfs, MLK, JFK, Gandhi, the list goes on and on) 
and good things happen to "bad" people all the time 
(oppressors get rich off the oppressed, drug dealers 
prosper off the addiction of children and adults, etc.) 

My father, Richard H. Sugg, was 4 little 
boy living in Schofield Barracks housing in Hawaii the 
day Pearl Harbor was bombed. He said of those who 
agree with Falwell's point of view: "I would ask them 
if they believe that God lifted protection from all the 
innocent people killed on September!1th--people who 
trust and worship God--just because some Americans 
believe that we have left God as a nation. Did God 
abandon us asa nation when thousands were killed on 
December 7, 1941 because we were sinful? It is very 
discouraging to think that some people believe that we 
are a sinful nation because some Americans do not 
hold the same religious beliefs as they do." 

I hope and trust that this evil act will not 
cause us to walls between ourselves as 
Americans or between America and the world. To do 
that would be to have let hate win, and that would be a 
shame. [| continue to hold our nation and our world in

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Getting Fit: 


Easier than you think?

The fall semester has begun, and for most 
of us going to the dining hall has become a battle of 
wills. Your intelligent, informed side tells you to 
get a salad to go with the pizza already on the tray. 
while the pit of your stomach is craving those 
starchy curly fries. These daily battles cause 
many to desire a healthier lifestyle. The 
lingering question in most minds is. where 
to start? 

Whether you want to eat more 
nutritiously or just lose a few pounds, the 
best way to start is to set definite goals for 
yourself. Set small, easily attainable goals for 
yourself rather than saying. "I want to lose ten 
pounds in one month." Not only ts this unrealis- 
tic for most people. you have no plan as to how you 
will shed those pounds, Set definite guidelines 
For example, resolve to limit your caffeine intake 
and drink more water instead to begin losing that 
dreaded stomach bloat. Another positive goal is to 
set up an exercise schedule, 

After you have set your goals, begin with a 
diet plan. This does not mean that you are neces- 
sarily going on a diet. but that you are going to 
change your eating habits. Try to eat dessert only at 
lunch or dinner, not both, in order to limit your 
sugar consumption. Instead of a slice of cake, pick 
up an apple. Another key goal is to make sure you 
have at least one fruit or vegetable per meal. You 
can do this by adding color to your plate. If you 
have one brown or white food like pizza, pick a 
green vegetable and an orange to balance it out. 
This can become a sort of fun challenge. If you 
want to lose weight, try to limit your portions. If 
you absolutely must have fries, take only one scoop 
instead of filling half the plate. Another good idea 
is to cat more protein and fiber such as beans or 
whole grains, which will make you feel full longer 
than a plate full of carbohydrates. 

The second aspect of leading a healthier 
life is to exercise. Exercise will not only help shed 
fat, it will also give you more energy and help you 


develop a more positive attitude about your body. 
Exercising does not have to entail running three 
miles a day or participating in varsity sports. 
However, it does take time and requires you to push 
yourself constantly, If your schedule is jam-packed 
and you have trouble finding large blocks of time 
three or four days a week. there are ways to get 
exercise without continually going 
to a gym. 


Getting 
exercise outside of a 
gym does not necessarily mean reli- 
giously doing Tae-Bo tapes with 
your roommate, although that is an 
option. It will entail making simple, 
everyday choices that lead to a healthi- 
er, leaner body. For instance, take the 
stairs whenever possible. Every ten 
steps you take bum four calories! 
Other choices include walking to 
destinations whenever possible, 
parking in spaces in the last row, 
or walking a dog. However, you 
will reap more rewards by com- 
bining regular aerobic exercise 
such as jogging, bicycling or 
swimming with weight-training 


exercises. Building muscle ts 


Just as important as losing fat 


because muscle mass will 
boost your resting metabolism, 
meaning you bum more calories while at rest than 


those without this mass. 
Another good plan for getting in shape is to 
build a circle of supporters. Find some friends or 
family members who are also trying to lose weight 
and get in shape. Having others to share with and 
to help get you back on track 
after a setback is the best 
tool. Exercise in pairs 


groups to 
have people who hold you accountable 
and keep it interesting. This will make 
you less likely to try and cheat yourself and 
your body. 

The true key to becoming fit and losing 
weight, however, is a positive attitude. “It will 
be hard to accomplish anything if you are con- 
stantly using words like "can't" or "impossible." 
Being healthy is just as much mental as it is 
physical. Remember to be realistic: losing 
weight healthily takes time. The average 
healthy amount of weight loss is about two 
pounds per week, according to experts. 
Also, do not be discouraged if at first your 
weight goes up slightly rather than down. 
Because muscle weighs more than fat and 
is easier to develop than bum fat, you may 
very well gain a pound or two in the begin- 
ning. Eventually, however, this should 
change if you continue to exercise and 
eat properly. Remember to stick to 
your goals, and once you accomplish 

them reward yourself. You are worth it!

MUSIC REVIEW: Bjork’s Vespertine

Whether she's chasing giant bears in her 
music videos or showing up at the Oscars 
dressed as a swan, Icelandic artist Bjork has 
always been notorious for living in her own 
unique world. On her new album, Vespertine, 
she retreats even further inside that world, and 
lets us come along for the ride. 

"The album's very much about being 
alone in your house in a quiet, introverted 
mood," she explained to Peter Naldrett of 
Music-Critic.com. 

The idea of peace and quiet is a big 
contrast to the themes of her last several 
albums. Selma Songs, 
the soundtrack to her 
recent acting debut 
Dancer in the Dark, is 
incredibly dramatic 
and heartbreaking, 
particularly for those 
of us who saw the 
film. Homogenic, her 


1997 release, was also very dramatic and 
emotional, emphasizing intense beats and 
classical strings. 

On this CD, however, Bjork seems 
wary of all the drama. Her new focus is on 
calmly looking inward. 

The themes of solitude and self-explo- 
ration are evident in tracks like "Cocoon" and 
"Sun in my Mouth", in which one gets the 
impression she is singing herself a lullaby, 

The first track, “Aurora,” transports the 
listener to a distant snowy land (Iceland, per- 
haps?) amidst the sounds of boots crunching 
on snow and far-off hypnotic vocals. The use 
of unusual noise has been one of her trade- 
marks, and was even further developed on 
Selma Songs. 

In addition to the unusual sounds, she 
also uses a lot of bells and angelic choirs to 
create an ethereal atmosphere. Also present 
on some tracks are acoustic guitar riffs and 
grand, anthemic orchestras. 

The song "It's Not Up To You" is more 
like some of her older music, a mixture of jazz, 
techno, and of course those wonderfully lucid 


lyrics. 

The best track is 
"Hidden Place", a 
whispering love letter 
with angelic back- 
ground vocals. By 

using these choruses, 
Bjork has drawn comparisons to gospel music, 
but the chanting and surreal melodies are 
more reminiscent of a trippy Wizard of Oz than 
anything else. 

As Bjork intended, Vespertine offers up 

a perfect accompaniment to a quiet evening 
alone in the house, but if you're looking for 
something to rev you up for an evening out, 
save your money. Bjork strays from the quirky 
upbeat songs like "Big Time Sensuality" or "Its 
Oh-So Quiet" that added a pop feel to her 
other CDs. 

She seems far more withdrawn on this one, 
and on occasion, all those bells and choirs just 


seem determined to put you to sleep

There will be a dinner discussion on 
Monday and a Poetry Speak Out on Tuesday. On 
Wednesday, the Collective will have a movie and 
pizza day, where they will be showing two films:

Since the beginning of 
ime, women have been 
he victims of rape crimes 
all around the world. 
Rape is one of the most 
violent and demeaning forms of assault for 
women. Victims of this violent crime often 
live in constant fear. 
women finally began a great demonstration 
called "Take Back the Night" to protest against 
the violence and fear women encountered 
walking the streets at night. 

The first "Take Back the Night" event 
began in England in 1877 as a women- only 
protest. Women marched together in solidari- 
ty, holding candles to protest the ways in which

one documentary and another fun movie. 

On Thursday, the actual National Coming 
Out Day, there will be a table set up in the Hub with 
pamphlets from the Human Rights Campaign 
Foundation, different petitions for ASC students to 
sign, and a party for the entire campus. 

"There will probably be some sort of sup- 
port thing to sign that says 'I'm in support of making 
this campus a welcoming and safe place, not only for 
queers, but for everyone," Jamey said. 

Another important activity sponsored by 
The Collective will be an education campaign via a 
variety of informative posters. For example, there 
will be a "Did You Know . . ." campaign with inter- 
esting facts and speculations about famous homo- 
sexuals, bisexuals, or transgenders. like 
Shakespeare, Leonardo da Vinci, and Virginia 
Woolf, who have contributed important works or 
ideas to the fields of literature, science, and art. 

There will also sign campaign with pictures 
of Agnes Scott students with different sexual orien- 
tations and their allies. An important part of this 
campaign is that there will not be any distinction 
between the two groups. 

"A big part of being an ally is being willing 
to put up with the fact that just because you are best 
friends with a lesbian, people will assume that you 
are a lesbian, too . . .the whole 'queer by association’ 


thing," Jamey said. 

"There are some people that just don't know 
[that you are a lesbian, bisexual, or a transgender," 
Kristin Haeger, another member of The Collective, 
said. "I know this girl, we've been friends for over a 
year at the International House. We've made sever- 
al references to me being a lesbian in our house 
meetings. but since lesbianism doesn't define me as 
a person, it hadn't really come up with her. So she, 
my roommate, and | were talking about dating, and 
the girl said, ‘Kristin, you don't date boys much, do 
you?’ My roommate and I tried to contain our laugh- 
ter. and | said that was true and explained that | was 
a lesbian. She's totally fine with it. just a bit obliyi- 
ous to the queer world." 

National Coming Out Week is an event for 
the entire Agnes Scott community. The Collective 
will put buttons in everyone's mailboxes for them to 
show support. They are not specifically to show that 
a person wearing it is coming out. 

"And if you ever have any questions about 
how homosexuality ‘fits' into your religion, go talk 
to Dr. [Laura] Sugg," Jamey said. "She's a fabulous 
woman and she's there for you to talk about these 
kinds of things. Even if... you're not sure how it 
sits with you personally, you should come out to 
learn and understand."

violence permeated the lives of women every- 
Where. Since then, the march has spread 
throughout England and other European coun- 
tries. 

A hundred years passed before the first "Take 
Back the Night March" was held in the United 
States. The first event in the U.S. was held in 
San Francisco in 1978 to protest violence 
against women; particularly sexual assault. 
This premiere demonstration was very similar 
to the pioneer protest in England, but this rally 
allowed men to participate in the marches 
through the streets as well. Survivor testimo- 
nials were also added to the event. This event 
served. as a safe place for survivors of sexual 
violence to come forward with personal 
accounts, often sharing their experiences for 
the first time. 


Since that first march in the late 70's, "Take 
Back the Night" has become an annual event in 
several states across the US. It has spread 
across the nation and the world with the spe- 
cific purpose of empowering the community to 
reclaim their homes, their lives, their streets, 
and their campuses from violence against 
women and children. 

Anyone that is interested in participating in the 
annual Atlanta "Take Back the Night" three 
mile run and one mile walk can register in 
advance for $15. The fitness walk/run will be 
held on Saturday, Oct 13 in downtown Decatur 
at 5 pm. All checks should be made out to 
DeKalb Rape Crisis Center. All proceeds from 
this event go to DeKalb Rape Crisis Center.

I remember what many of my 
peers said after they had learned about the 
terrorist attacks of Sept. 11. "Let's bomb 
Afghanistan," they said. I was horrified, 
that any educated person would actually 
believe that that was a reasonable response 
to the tragedy. It seemed clear to me that 
the real reason that Osama bin Laden and 
the Taliban had been able to gain a foothold 
in Afghanistan was not the evil of the 
Afghans; their susceptibility was due to 
extreme poverty, caused by a lack of 
resources. To eradicate that poverty, there- 
fore, would undermine the work of a tyran- 
nical government, eliminating violence and 
dependence, and establish justice and 
peace. Although this is a more complex 
solution to the problem, with fewer short- 
term results, than bombing the already war- 
torn land is. | believe that the United States 
should be long-sighted, and take on the 
challenge. 

Some argue that the U.S., instead 
of focusing energies abroad, should focus 
instead on its own people who are-starving 
The U.S. government has a responsibility to 
them first, they say. But I object to this pn- 
oritizing of responsibility. When one is 
dealing with such pain and suffering as this 
sort of immense poverty causes, there 
should be no ranking of importance. 
Rather, it is the obligation of a nation like 
the U.S. to help everyone, including those 
who are not its citizens. Not only does the 
U.S. have a moral obligation to assist all of 
humanity, but in the case of Afghanistan, 
the U.S. would benefit from helping the 


Afghans, whose financial independence 
would eradicate the need for a Taliban 
regime. 


While it is generally accepted that 
the U.S, already does more to aid other 
nations than any other nation, | think that 
one must view this with a fact in mind: 


according to the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, the United States govern- 
ment spends less than one percent of its fed- 
eral budget on aid to foreign countries. 
Less than one-half of one percent is allocat- 
ed to assist with world hunger and poverty. 
In a nation of such plenty, the citizens 
should not begrudge such a small amount. 
In fact, they should be advocating for more. 

Frequently, citizens of affluent 
countries are tempted to "blame the victim," 
telling themselves that the poor are to blame 
for their own circumstances. While | 
believe that this attitude is merely a 
response with the unconscious motive of 
differentiating one's self from the victim so 
as to avoid responsibility, | do not think that 
it really matters whose fault it is. What 
matters is that while such poverty exists, it 
is the responsibility of any and all civilized 
countries to help alleviate it. 

Advocates of anti-humanitarian 

efforts argue that foreign aid will increase 
dependence on the United States. This is an 
obviously false argument. While much aid 
is necessarily immediate relief aid, much is 
aimed to help the poor become independ- 
ent. such as funding for education, training 
and work programs. Anti-humanitarians 
protest. saying, "They should use their own 
resources to get back on their feet." But 
what about when they have no resources 
left? 
The United States, as the foremost nation in 
the world, must take a positive role in social 
welfare and set an example for other 
nations. How will others be able to con- 
demn a nation that helps the very people 
who harbor a man most likely responsible 
for one of the most heinous terrorist attacks 
ever? It is time for us to reject the charac- 
terization of charity as a derogatory term. 
Americans say that they really believe in 
justice, in freedom. Then they should urge 
their government to make it a reality for 
everyone.

Cool Comfort Food at

~ As fabulous as the cafeteria food is, sometimes 
a girl just has to get off campus. My roommate and | 
were in search of a cafeteria substitute with atmosphere, 
affordability, and maybe a little dessert. We found all of 
our criteria in the local restaurant Noodle, a casual, 
Asian inspired eatery next to Atlanta Bread Company on 
Ponce de Leon Avenue. 

The décor is cute and eclectic. There are bright 
fake flowers suspended from the ceiling and a bar 
around the open kitchen. Tables are mosaiced with 
brightly colored pebbles and turquoise tesserae, and the 
walls are decorated with a collection of teapots and var- 
ious interesting forms of lighting. 

We were seated almost immediately, and found 
ourselves among several families and young couples 
eyeing a mem with such choices as basil rolls, lettuce 


wraps, and Satay chicken for appetizers. We settled on 
the Satay chicken, a traditional Thai dish containing 
marinated chicken served with peanut sauce. 

The restaurant offers the traditional selection of bever- 
ages, along with an extensive wine list and a variety of 
hot and cold teas, I settled on mango iced tea ($1.95), 
which J must admit was rather unremarkable, even with 
plenty of sweetener. 

In the five minutes it took for our appetizer to 
come, we made our entree selections. Among dishes like 
the Thai Curry Noodle and Jung Bong Spicy Noodle 
soup, we chose the Chinese Lo-mein Noodle ($7.50) and 
the Vegetarian Delight ($7.50) rice plate. 

By the time we had decided, our appetizer had 
arrived. The chicken was moist and tender and the sauce 
was about average. but a little too thin and sweet to be 
considered tnily excellent Satay. Nevertheless, the appe- 
tizer was satisfying. 

Within ten minutes or so, our dishes had 


arrived. The Chinese Lo-mein Noodle came in a large 
ceramic bowl, and proved to be an excellent choice. The 
sauce, indicated on the menu to be "Tamari" sauce, was 
excellent; sweet, but not overpowering to the crisp veg- 
etables or the tender chicken. The words "comfort food" 
came to mind, 

My Vegetarian Delight may have been more 
dull than delightful if not for the freshness of the mush- 
rooms, red peppers, and other colorful vegetables. This 
made an unexciting premise turn into the perfect healthy 
substitute for any vegetarian or vegetable enthusiast. 

We finished off the evening with the key lime 
pie ($4.95) suggested by our friendly waitress. Not fab- 
ulous, but the graham cracker crust was excellent. 
Overall, it wasn't exactly a gourmet dining experience, 
but the variety of tastes and comfortable surroundings 
made Noodle a worthwhile venture.

In recent years, Shakespeare has been 
more popular for teens than entertainers who don't 
wnie their own songs. Plays such as The Taming of 
the Shrew and A Midsummer Night's Dream have 
reemerged as Ten Things | Hate About You and Get 
Over It. These renditions of classic plays tend to be 
unapologetically sweet and light-hearted portrayals 
of high-school life in suburban America. r 

The newest adaptation of a Shakespearean 
play is anything but light-hearted. O, starring 
Mekhi Phifer, Julia Stiles and Josh Hartnett, is a 
startling and jarring look into the mind of pure evil. 
O is loosely based on Shakespeare's Othello, the 
story of an upstanding black man who is manipulat- 
ed by his friend Iago into killing all those close to 
him, including his wife Desdemona, A modern 
adaptation of the story, O replaces Iago with Hugo, 
Othello with Odin, and Desdemona with Desi, all 
three high school students at a prestigious private 
school in South Carolina. The story revolves 
around Hugo Goulding, the son of the head basket- 
ball coach at the school, and what he is willing to do 
to gain the recognition of his peers and his father.

What makes this 
story so troubling is how pointless the deaths are. 
Hugo does not manipulate Odin because of any 
wrong that Odin has done against him. He does not 
want Desi, Odin's girlfriend, for himself. Instead, 
Hugo hates the star basketball player merely 
because Odin is popular and talented.

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In the orginal play, lago has no real 
motive other than dislike for Othello. If O contin- 
ued on that path, the movie could have been even 
more disturbing than it already is. The filmmakers, 
however, seem to want to justify Hugo's actions by 
setting him up against Odin in competition for his 
father's affections. Mr. Goulding calls Odin his son, 
yet berates or ignores his real son, Hugo. By giving 
Hugo a reason to be in opposition to Odin, the 
writer, Brad Kaaya, can be accused of validating 
Hugo's ultimate actions. 

O has many problems in continuity and 
fully exploring its multitudes of plotlines. The issue 
of race, which is central to the plot of Shakespeare's 
play, is merely mentioned in passing at the end of 
the film. There are hints of a drug problem in 
Odin's past, but the abuse is not explained and is 
merely mentioned as a way to get to a plotline 
involving cocaine. Hugo injects steroids on a regu- 
lar basis, but nothing is ever explicitly said about 
their effects on his body. As a whole, the movie 
jumps around plotlines with abandon, rarely 
explaining their purposes. 

This movie was pushed back many times 
due to the shootings at Columbine and other high 
schools in the United States. After viewing the 
film, it becomes clear why. O is not merely a slash- 
er movie in the tradition of Friday the 13th or the 
Scream trilogy; instead, it is a psychologically terri- 
fying view into the mind of a disturbed young man. 
Audiences leave I Know What You Did Last 
Summer laughing at how easily they were scared: 
the character of Hugo, however, is so calmly evil 
that it is difficult to step away from the film without 
feeling somewhat shell-shocked. 

Ois almost gratuitous in its visuals, specif- 
ically towards the end when the body count begins 
to rise. The violence is over-the-top at points, leav- 
ing the audience feeling uncomfortable and almost 
ashamed for watching it.

Also as time 
when on in this skit, there were fewer songs and more 
dialogue. One of the actors did a particularly funny job 
playing Houdini the snake, wriggling around on then 
floor and sticking out his tongue like an actual snake. 

A scene involving a brother and sister was first 
acted out normally and then, based on audience sugges- 
tions, acted out in different styles-Shakespearean play, 
Western movie, and polka music.

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Kay Jamison speaks on mental illness

psychiatric department at Johns Hopkins University, and 
is an authority on bipolar illness. She is -; AuEhOE of the

In 1995, Jamison revealed to the 
public her own struggles with the illness by publishing 


An Unquiet Mind: A Memoir of Moods and Madness. 
She was recently named a MacArthur Fellow, known 
informally as a "genius award," receiving $500,000. 
The woman whom Time magazine called “A Hero of 
Medicine” was also named a John F. Kennedy Scholar 
and UCLA Graduate Woman of the Year. Dean of 


Students Gué Hudson introduced Jamison, in whom we — 


found everything Dean Hudson promised. Jamison left 
the audience with hope, courage, empathy and wisdom. 

Bipolar illness, formerly known as manic 
depression, is a mental illness that affects between | and 
2 percent of the population, striking men and women 
equally. It is characterized by extreme fluctuations in 
mood and thought, from the depths of depression to the 
heights of elation. Jamison feels that teenagers are 
developing manic depression earlier. She also believes 
that educating students and faculty at the College 
increases awareness of these illnesses. 

Jamison spoke poignantly on how she felt the 
effects of this illness, using passages from her book to 
illustrate her experiences: "There is a particular kind of 
pain, elation, loneliness and terror involved in this kind 
of madness... The ideas and feelings are fast and fre- 
quent like shooting stars, and you follow them until you 
find better and brighter ones... But, somewhere this 


changes... you are irritable, angry, frightened, uncon- 
trollable and enmeshed totally in the blackest caves of 
the mind...It will never end, for madness carves its own 
reality." She knows that coming out is risky because 
there is such a stigma attached to these disorders. Some 
people felt that she came out for sympathy, and others 
felt if she would just control her behavior, she would be 
fine. 

Jamison emphatically stressed the importance 
of treatment for those affected by mental illness. Manic 
depression is not a case of mood swings, but a serious 
biological disorder. Mania can bring feelings that one is 
invincible, and the stigma of mental illness can discour- 
age people from taking medication. At age twenty-eight, 
Jamison attempted suicide because she did not want to 
be put on medication, 

Jamison broke down the responsibility of deal- 
ing with one’s illness into several parts: the importance 
of treatment, the importance of educating oneself on 
new treatments, the importance of knowing as much sci- 
ence as you can know, and the importance of learning 
from adversity. 

Bipolar illness can be used as an inspiration and 
a motivator. By filling those who have it with racing 
ideas and boundless energy, bipolar illness often touch- 
es those whom we think of as artists, poets, and authors. 
However, after wrestling with the challenges of bipolar 
illness, Jamison was not quick to dismiss the pain of the 
illness. Instead, she encouraged the use of obstacles to 
re-evaluate the world and grow personally. She referred 
to many well-known people, such as Anne Sexton, Percy 
Shelley, and T.S. Elliot who all used adversity as an 
inspiration and tool for personal growth. She encouraged 
the audience to "get in touch with their darker side." 

After the lecture was a question and answer 
session. Overall, Jamison's answers reflected a positive

outlook on a rapidly growing field. Despite her own 
hardships. Jamison said that "Life is an altogether won- 
derful thing." The stigma of mental illness, however 
large, has lessened (although many fans might attribute 
this in large part to Jamison's book). New medications 
and treatments are being developed presently, and more 
attention is being given to mental and bipolar illness. 
Compared to past times, when bipolar illness was less 
understood, Jamison said that "If you have to have a 
mental illness. now is the best time." Speaking to a 
crowd as an award winner. author. and psychologist. 
Jamison herself was an example of a woman who had 
handled her illness in the best way possible: considering 
all the challenges in her life, Jamison stood out as an 
icon of success. 


Allocating Committee chooses more selective approach for budget a

When approving budget requests for student 
organizations for 2001-2002, the Allocating Committee 
more closely adhered to budget policy than in past years. 

SGA Treasurer Otise Reed '02 attributed this 
decision to the change of leaders on the Allocating 
Committee. "We wished to follow the niles set before 
us," she said. 

The officers describe this year's approach to 
budget requests not as an innovative approach, but rather 
an attempt to more rigidly adhere to already existing 
guidelines than Allocating Committee members of pre- 
vious years. "We enforced policies that have always 
been in place," Reed said. About the subject Allocating 
Committee member and Interclub Council President 
Julia Lentini ‘02 said, "we upheld the responsibility 
more this year than in the past... we really held fast to 
policy.” 

While some clubs received less funding than in 


the past, others were not affected. The amount of money 
allocated ranges from 1% to 100% of the requested 
funds. According to Reed, most organizations received 
55 percent of their requested money. Members of the 
Allocating Committee based their decisions on the thor- 
oughness of the budget requests as submitted by the 
treasurer of each organization. Treasurers were required 
to list the amount of money their clubs required to effec- 
tively carry out events for both semesters of the 2001- 
2002 academic year. 

During the Noy. 12 Interclub Council Meeting 
Lentini identified Witkaze as submitting an exemplary 
budget request. The club received a large portion of its 
proposed budget due to the well-organized budget 
request. "Their entire year was planned very systemati- 
cally." Lentini said. Witkaze contact Whitney Peoples 
‘03, a member of the 2000-2001 Allocating Committee, 
maintains that the organization is pleased with the 
Allocating Committee's allowance. "Out budget was 
trimmed," she said. "But when you're dealing with sev- 


eral organizations at one time it's necessary." 

The Allocating Carcaaunts S$ new approach has 
sparked frustration in certain clubs whose budget 
request did not fit the new standard of a comprehensive 
list of activities. According to Reed, the Allocating 
Committee invited all treasurers to a meeting on Sept. 10 
to explain the application process for budget requests. 

Some organization members speculated about 
the reasons for budget cuts as ASC's student activities 
fee increased from $125 to $150 for the 2001-2002 aca- 
demic year. In response Reed said that the pool of avail- 
able funds are affected more by yearly enrollment than 
increased student fees.

The ASC Advisory Committee 
defends Barbara Krueger piece

The College recently purchased a conspicuous 
Barbara Kruger piece. Kruger, a contemporary artist 
and former graphic designer, adds her graphics experi- 
ence into her pieces. Her works of art resemble bill- 
boards. both in printing technique and style. He 
The untitled piece of artwork hanging on the 
wall near the Black Cat Café, purchased fromé 
the prestigious Mary Boone Gallery in New 
York City. has inspired much controversy overs=== 
both the value of the art and the issue of how 
ASC committees are choosing to spend an 
already limited budget. 

ASC students from last year may have 
recognized the Krueger piece from last spring 
when the school had it on loan from the gallery 
for three months. The purchased art piece is a 
photo silk screen on latex-lined canvas. The 
photo shows an image of four tiers of green 
household plants stacked in front of a sunny, 
blue window. The entire image is framed in 
bright red. The slogans "Everything will be 
OK." "Everything will work out," and 
"Everything will be fine" are typed in white let- 
ters and enclosed in red text boxes over the 
photo of the plants. The overall effect is sur- 
prisingly disturbing. The colors on the artwork® 
are not like the true-to-life colors found on your 
average snapshot. They seem tinted ina horri- 
ble combination of bright cherry red, radioactive 
chlorophyll green, and aqua blue. Even the 
photo style is eerie, reminiscent of a seventies 
Architectural Digest. 
A lot of the controversy concerning this particu- 
lar work of art stems from the fact that not® 
everyone finds it beautiful or brilliant. "It seems ga 
like a very random piece," said Shaunage 
Alexander '05. "It doesn't seem to have any 
deeper meaning." Because of the disagreement 
over whether this piece has any artistic merit,§ 
students wonder if spending money on questionable art 
instead of traditional educational materials was such a 
wise decision. "I think [the Barbara Krueger piece] is 
ugly and a waste of money," said Kaleena Dooley '05. 
"I'd rather see the money go to something like 
micropipettors for biology." 

Anne Beidler, Associate Professor of Art, and 
Roger Rothman, Assistant Professor of Art, both served 
on the Art Advisory Committee that chose the Krueger 


piece. The function of the Committee is to make rec- 
ommendations to President Bullock for the spending of 
a limited art budget. Both the size of the budget and the 
price of the piece are unknown. President Bullock made 
the negotiations with the gallery for the final price of the 
artwork. "We do know that it was a very, very good 
deal," Beidler said. "The gallery was willing to negotiate 
with us, and | think the payment is going to be kind of 


spread out." The reason why the gallery was willing to 
negotiate with the school was because the artist encour- 
ages her artwork to be displayed in public spaces. "The 
fact that Agnes Scott College being a women's college is 
exactly what Barbara Krueger wants," said Beidler. 
This piece fulfilled the criteria that the 
Committee outlined for such purchases. The Committee 
considered how the piece functioned in the space ayail- 
able, the overall value of the piece, what the piece said 


about the College. and especially whether the piece 
would educate and stimulate dialogue. "The discussion 
I had in my Beginning Drawing class [about this piece] 
was one of the most interesting | have ever had," said 
Beidler. "I mean the range of ideas went from 'It's to 
make us feel better. You know, Everything will be 
OK’... to 'This piece is about the irony of plants being 
kept inside a store and locked away from the world,’ 
That's exactly what Barbara Krieger wants to 
have. She wants you to look at it and come 
@away with all of these different ideas. She 
= would want there to be a dialogue about ’What 
#2is art worth?’ and 'What is it worth to you?” 
@="|Alston] is a space of conversation and dia- 
logue and community,” said Roger Rothman. 
And rather than have a work that would sim- 
@ ply enhance the decorative feeling of the room, 
we have a work that actually engages people in 
discussion... It makes you think sometimes 
es about difficult issues, reflect on your own con- 
= dition, and learn from one other.” 
Barbara K meger, like most of the cre- 
ators of the artwork on display at ASC, is a 
female artist. "We wanted to choose an artist 
that could be real visual mentor for our stu- 
dents," Anne Beidler said. 
The Art Advisory Committee also 
chose the piece because of its cultural signifi- 
cance. As far as the Committee knows, the 
piece purchased by the school is the only 
Barbara Knueger in Atlanta. "Barbara Krueger 
is an internationally recognized artist, one of 
the most important women artists around today, 
and we're the first to have it," Roger Rothman 
said. 
According to Anne Beidler, the 
Barbara Krueger piece is one of only four or 
five pieces that the school has actually pur- 
chased. The other works displayed on campus 
have either been student and faculty contribu- 
tions or gifts from alumnae. 
The dispute rages on, but this is defi- 
nitely encouraged. The idea is to get the stu- 
dents talking about something new and different. Those 
interested in the Barbara Krueger controversy may soon 
have a chance to meet with the artist in person during a 
talk that the Art Department is currently planning.

Finding a mission statement.

My daddy always tells me "You 
seldom hit anything unless you aim at it." 
Every corporation, business or institution 
should have goals that they relentlessly 
aim to achieve. Such a goal is a mission 
Statement. 

The mission statement of an 
organization is an outlined, focused goal 
and purpose of the organization. It clear- 
ly states to the public, "This is who we 
are, what we believe, and what we strive 
to do." Just as one wouldn't get on 
MARTA and not know the final destina- 
tion, it is just as imperative that all mem- 
bers of an organization know the destina- 
tion or goal of the organization. For that 
very reason, a Task Force on Mission has 
been assembled to prepare a revised mis- 


sion statement of the College. 

The current mission statement 
of Agnes Scott College was implemented 
in 1988, and leans more toward a history 
of the College than toward its goals and 
purpose. The Task Force consists of 13 
members of the ASC community from all 
stations, ranging from students to the 
Dean of the College, and is co-chaired by 
President Mary Brown Bullock and Dr. 
Calvert Johnson of the Music 
Department. In the Charge to the Task 
Force on Mission, four roles for educa- 
tional mission statements have been 
established: 1) define institutional self- 
understanding in a contemporary context;

For all Muslims, Ramadan is 
special and sacred. It is a month of fast- 
ing, prayer, and reflection beginning 
when the first sliver of the new moon is 
sighted during the ninth month of the 
Islamic calendar. This year it will start on 
Nov. 15 or 16, depending on where on 
earth you are, and will end on Dec. 16. 
During Ramadan, Muslims fast from sun- 
rise to sunset. The purpose of the fast is 
to instill sensitivity to the plight of those 
less fortunate and to strengthen one's self- 
control. During the night, Muslims 
devote as much time to prayer as possi- 
ble. Ramadan is a time of deep personal 
reflection, a time to contemplate and reaf- 
firm faith in one's personal life, and it is a 
time of great peace. 

This is perhaps one reason why 
the United States has decided to continue 
Operation Enduring Freedom through 
November. Arguments for continuing the 
bombing campaign during Ramadan are 
valid. A cease-fire may allow the Taliban 
to recover. They could divert resources 
to friendly territory. which could result in 
a direct threat to Americans. 

The Taliban itself might not 
honor the traditional peace of Ramadan. 
After all. Muslims made war during 
Ramadan before, in 1973 for example. 


Anwar Sadat of Egypt led a jihad against 
Israel, aptly named the "Ramadan War." 
The United States does not traditionally 
observe a temporary truce during 
Christmas, Easter, or Yom Kippur either. 
Why should we start now? 

Finally, there is Tet. During the 
Vietnam War, U.S. forces and the North 
Vietnamese Army/Vietcong kept (more 
or less) a cease-fire during Tet, the tradi- 
tional Vietnamese New Year. Then in 
1968, the VC launched a massive sneak- 
urban assault on South Vietnam during 
the holidays. The implications of that 
surprise attack have influenced American 
foreign policy ever since. Had the enemy 
been better trained and better equipped, 
there could have been a deluge of body 
bags headed back toward the United 
States. For a country still defined by the 
nightmare that was Vietnam, this is.a very 
important lesson. 

There are more things, though, 
to consider when contemplating U.S. mil- 
itary action against Afghanistan. Perhaps 
the question should not be, "What if we 
stop bombing?" but, "What if we don't?" 
To continue bombing Afghanistan during 
the month of Ramadan is a blatant sign of 
disrespect to ALL Muslims, many of 
whom are allied with the United States. 
Pakistan, Kuwait, Egypt, and Saudi 
Arabia have all expressed strong senti- 


ments against such an action. Instead of 
spending the month in prayer and medita- 
tion, many will fear for their lives. For 


~ some, this will be their last Ramadan. 


It is not in this country's best 
interest to alienate more Middle Eastern 
governments, as we do not have a strong 
history of good relationships in this 
region. In 1953 the CIA helped over- 
throw a popular and duly elected Iranian 
government. Then in 1979, during the 
444 days of the Iranian hostage crisis, we 
harbored the Shah, ignoring his gross 
human rights violations. In 1979 we also 
helped put the Taliban into power by 
assisting the Mujahadeens's efforts to 
drive out the Soviets. Then for the next 
two decades we shut our eyes to its 
oppressive and often brutal policies 
towards Afghani women. In 1991, the 
U.S. made only half-hearted efforts to 
keep helicopters out of Hussein's hands, 
which he used to murder thousands of 
Kurds and Shiites. To this day, severe 
economic sanctions against Iraq keep its 
people, already harassed by their own 
government, on the edge of starvation. 

What would have happened if 
the United States had decided to recog- 
nize the importance of Ramadan? What a 
statement that would have been. For the 
first time, America could have risen in 
the esteem of those countries we so deft- 


ly alienate. If we did not bomb during 
Ramadan, we would have risen above the 
level of Osama bin Laden, Saddam 
Hussein, and Slobodan Milosevic. 

Maybe the lesson we should 
have learned from Vietnam is that knowl- 
edge of and respect for the traditions of 
other cultures is an invaluable resource, 
the cultivation of which should be among 
our top priorities. If we really want to 
win the hearts and minds of the Afghani 
people, indeed, of all Muslim nations, 
then we need to show it with sincenty. 
Care packages containing freeze-dried 
raspberry vinaigrette and leaflets do not 
cut it. What better way to show respect 
than to honor their traditions? What bet- 
ter way to show that we are not at war 
with Islam, but with terrorists? 

Queen Elizabeth remarked to 
Jordanian King Abdullah on Noy. 7 that 
"as the holy month of Ramadan 
approaches, we pray that all concerned 
will reflect on the values which unite 
them, and renew their commitment to the 
search for peace," 

Maybe if we stopped to reflect 
on what faith and peace mean to our own 
country, peace in the Middle East might 
not be such a fleet-footed daydream.

During the college years there are a few 
precious commodities that are often elusive: 
money, time and sleep. Often it feels like there 
simply are not enough hours in one day to 
accomplish everything that needs to get done. 
A typical weekday is brimming with activity. 
We have obligations such as class, sports prac- 
tice or music rehearsals, meetings, homework, 
and time for. eating and showering. Not to 
mention that necessary hour you spend talking 
to your best friend about how much stuff you 
have to do. It's no wonder then that the part of 
our daily lives that gets neglected the most is 
sleep. 

Sleep is crucial, however. It provides 
the fuel that gets you through the obligations 
and activities of the day. Let's face it: four 
hours just won't cut it. Your body needs suffi- 
cient time to replenish itself, process the toxins 
in your system and simply rest. Getting 
enough sleep has benefits beyond these basic 
functions. Being well-rested means your body 
is able to fight off disease, for instance. You 
will also be more alert and able to concentrate 
longer in your classes with the proper amount 
of sleep. New studies show that getting 
enough sleep may actually help you burn fat 
and stay thin, according to Eve Van Cauter, 
Ph.D., at the University of Chicago. When you 
get six hours or less of sleep, your body tends 
to store more calories than it burns due to hor- 
monal changes: 

With all these benefits, why do so many 
college students scrimp on sleep? Perhaps 
there are reasons beyond the all-nighter or a 
party at Georgia Tech. Mental illnesses, such 
as depression, can cause a person to either 

‘develop insomnia or to sleep too much. 
Similarly, stress can lead to restless nights in 
bed. Studies also show that consuming too 
much caffeine during the day, and espe- 
cially close to bedtime, brings long 
wakeful periods. Eating a large meal 
soon before going to. bed can also 
make falling asleep difficult 


because your body may feel sluggish and 
stuffed. 

There are, however, some steps you can 
take to make your nights more restful. Sleep in 
a room with a cool temperature whenever pos- 
sible (although this is hard to achieve in 
Rebekah and Main). Another way to combat 
insomnia is to avoid is watching TV in bed 
right before going to sleep. This will stimulate 
your brain and make you more alert, so falling 
asleep will be difficult. Also, remember to 
avoid alcohol and nicotine late at night. 
Regular exercise seems to help your body relax 
and create restful sleep as well. However, 
exercise at least three hours before bedtime so 
your body has time to cool down and recover, 
Finally, relaxation of mind and body is key to 
falling asleep quickly. So pray, meditate or 
write in a journal and generally unwind before 
hitting the sack. 

Insomnia is treatable and does not 
have to control your life. The loss of 
energy you feel after a poor night's rest 
may soon translate into falling 
grades and a lack of concentration 
and a loss of short-term memory. 
If wakefulness persists after 
weeks of trying these tech- 
niques, you should consult 
a doctor or the Health 
Center. They may 
prescribe an

sleep 
aide 
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or suggest therapy if stress or mental ill- 
ness is the main cause of sleeplessness. 

Experts and your mom 
advise getting eight to nine hours 
of sleep per night. However, this 
seems like wishful thinking 
for many college students, 
$0 six to seven hours will 
suffice. If all-else fails, 
rely on every col-

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Profile interviews Mary Hood

‘ Mary Hood is a novelist and short fiction 
writer. Her latest novel Familiar Heat was published in 
1995. She has also published How Far She Went as well 
as And Venus is Blue, two collections of short fiction. 

Hood is the recipient of the Flannery O'Connor 
Award for Short Fiction, the Townsend Prize, and the 
Writing Award. She served as Reinhardt College's first 
Wniter-in-Residence in 2001 and then at Centre College 
in Danville, Kentucky in 1999, Hood has taught at the 
University of Georgia, University of Mississippi at 
Oxford and Berry College. She currently resides in 
Jackson County, Georgia. 

Hood agreed to an interview with The Profile 
the week of September 24, 2001. 
The Profile: Who or what inspired you to begin wnting? 
Mary Hood: Even though our household had books and 
magazines and newspapers and reading was held in high 
esteem, I did not think of myself as being a maker of 
books, or an author. What I knew was that things wnt- 
ten down had authority; we do not say we will "write the 
truth." We say, "We will tell the truth." Telling was the 
word. I guess I thought of myself as a teller. But often 
it seemed to me as a pre-schooler, that "telling a story" 
meant telling a lie. So I wanted the next thing, the thing 
irrefutably real and genuine. | wanted words on paper; 
testimony. Reading, especially, was an early goal, so 
that | could "see for myself." 


P: Were you immediately successful at getting pub- 
lished? 

MH: After | dropped out of graduate school at Georgia 
Tech and declared my intention to "become a writer," | 
studied and wrote and sent off and got form-rejected for 


“twelve years, non-stop. 


P; What authors' works do you like to read? 

MH: | think | will answer this question in this way, by 
rephrasing it: What authors do | re-read? Most of them. 
Sometimes I am haunted by facts: other times by style. 
Books which I keep on my desk, and carry with me 
when | travel, include Thoreau's journals, Chekhoy's sto- 
ries, Virginia Woolf's Jacob's Room, Welty's Writer's 
Eye, dictionaries of many languages, Shakespeare, nat- 
uralist and field guides, various poets, Fielding's novels, 
and many more. 

P: How do you get ideas for your characters, plot, etc.? 
MH: A strong "what if?" tendency. Sometimes | ask 
why, and the answer is the story. Sometimes | know 
why, and the story turns out to be a question. I look 
around. Something catches my eye, or breath. I ama 
firm believer in paying attention. 

P: What role do female authors play in today's society? 
MH: Is it the "female" part you are stressing? Or the 
"author"? A woman's work ought not to be judged dif- 
ferently than a man's is. Yet perhaps the fact a woman 
can write, can express thoughts, can celebrate local 
moments and eternal hopes, could be an inspiration to 
‘women without the opportunity or privilege of education 


and the challenge of free speech. The greatest challenge 
to women writers may be in how each one defines suc- 
cess, and strives for it or resists erosion by its power. Let 
me say I hope whatever role today's society perceives as 
that of a "female author" the word "hero" would be 
involved, not "celebrity." I hope we are considered dan- 
gerous, like any sharp and shining instrument, which 
rightly divides the truth. 

P: What advice do you give to aspiring authors? 

MH: Read, read, read, read, read. Read something hard- 
er than you really "enjoy," as a special project for your 
brain's development. Re-read, re-read, re-read, re-read, 
re-read. Re-read something you love, and this time, see 
if you can discover how it claimed you. 

P: How would you describe your novel Familiar Heat? 
MH: | knew a woman who had had a head injury and 
"lost" all her past, forever. As far as she was concerned, 
I mean. No memory. But she survived and woke into 
the "same" world. | wondered how that could be, how it 
would feel, what one would do. 

P: Are you working on any new literary projects at the 
moment? 

MH: I am finishing a novel about the flood in South 
Georgia in 1994, The Other Side of the River, and writ- 
ing short stories for a collection called Survival 


Evasion, and Escape. 


Ecstasy trials approved, hippies rejoice

WASHINGTON-After years of pushing 
the use of ecstasy as a prescription drug, 
members of the Multidisciplinary 
Association for Psychedelic Studies 
(MAPS) celebrated today when the FDA 
approved testing of the drug as a treat- 
ment for post-traumatic stress disorder. 
The Nov. 2 decision is seen as a break- 
through for MAPS, considering previous 
attempts to market opium as an acne med- 
ication and pot as an insect repellant have 
failed. 

"This is truly a momentous occasion 
for MAPS, if not the entire world," said 
one member, "Ask any rave-goer, drug 
dealer, or college student about ecstasy, 
and they'll tell you about the natural, 
euphoric high this drug gives you. It's 
about time the scientific community put 
this to good use." 

In the 1970's, ecstasy, or MDMA, as 
high-sounding scientists prefer to call it, 
was used as a treatment for post-traumat- 
ic stress disorder. Psychiatrists prescribed 


the hallucinogen, believing it could help 
the patient release his or her anxiety con- 
cerning the stressful event. However, fur- 
ther treatments were stopped when the 
government, in an attempt to regulate its 
recreational use, made ecstasy illegal. 

The clinical study, which requires fur- 
ther approval, will involve twenty post- 
traumatic stress disorder sufferers. 
Twelve will be given ecstasy and undergo 
hours of therapy. The remaining eight 
will take a placebo, undergo hours of ther- 
apy, think they have been cured, and, at a 
later date, be laughed at by a bunch of sci- 
entists in white lab coats. 

"We're hoping this study will pave the 
way for the use of other psychedelic drugs 
in medicine," stated another MAPS mem- 
ber, "like cocaine as a sinus deconges- 
tant."

College is expensive. That's a fact 

What many people do not know are the 
ways in which colleges, such as Agnes Scott, relieve 
some of the financial strain on their students so that 
almost everyone can afford to attend classes and 
receive a degree. Agnes Scott has an entire office 
devoted to the development of funds to uid students, 
whether it be for scholarships. financial aid, new 
library resources or faculty salaries. 

The Office of Development and Institutional 
Advancement is committed to raising the caliber of 
financial support from its alumnae. Last month, the 
Office of Development hired-and trained a group of 
students to participate in-the Fall Student Calling 
Program, formerly known as the Phonathon. Students 
gathered in Presser G-19 almost every night for three 
weeks to make phone calls to Agnes Scott alumnae. 
These student callers reported news of the College, 
updated alumnaé on the activities on campus, and 
asked for a donation to the Annual Fund. 

Essentially, the Annual Fund is the operat- 
ing budget of the College. It provides money for 
everything from laboratory equipment in the biology 
labs to light bulbs in the Writing Center. Money for 
the Annual Fund comes from alumnae that are dedi- 
cated to preserving the quality of life and the quality of 
education at Agnes Scott. 

This semester's Student Calling Program 
was an enormous success. The program was managed 
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by Laura Pitts, Annual and Special Gifts Officer. 
Rachel Balog '01, Development Intern, and Emily 
Henderson '03. Several students applied to be part of 
the program but only 19 were hired for the job. These

As members of the 
Colonnade Club, Ellen Crozier '02, Christie Oh '03 
and Kimberly Fober '04 volunteered their time to call 
as well. 

Each semester, the Office of Development 
sets a goal to raise $60,000 for the Annual Fund 
through the Student Calling Program. In the three 
weeks of the program, students raised $75,982 with 
985 pledges and 97 credit card gifts. Of those donors, 
over 330 were alumnae that had never before given a 
gift to the College through the Annual Fund. 

The Office of Development and Institutional 
Advancement will be holding another Student Calling 
Program next semester. The dates are Feb. 12-28 
There will also be a Pledge Reminder Calling Program 
May 20-24. Student Calling positions ure paid posi- 
tions.

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Join Emerging Leaders

Emerging Leaders, a new lead- 
ership program geared toward first years, 
has recently been introduced to Agnes 
Scott College as a pilot program for the 
highly anticipated campus-wide leader- 
ship program, the ASC Edge. 

The Emerging Leaders program 


‘aims to teach selected first year students 


the leadership skills needed to run student 
organizations at ASC. Emily Bnnkley ‘03, 
the coordinator of the program under the 
direction of Associate Dean of Students, 
Catherine McGraw, said, "The basic over- 
all gist of the program is to identify your 


_ leadership skills, strengthen your weak- 


nesses as a leader, learn to work in groups, 
and learn better communication." 
Applications for the program 
have already been turned in and the select- 
ed first years will participate in a retreat at 
Amicalola Falls State Park, about an hour 
and 45 minutes away from Decatur. The 
weekend retreat, scheduled for Jan. 19-20, 
will include activities such as self-assess- 
ments of each student's leadership skills, 
an exercise to develop each student's per- 
sonal definitions of leadership, and vari- 


ous values exercises. After the retreat, the 


participants are expected to attend weekly 
meetings about different leadership issues 
such as wellness, time management, stress 
reduction, and diversity 

The students. will also partici- 
pate in a service project, which will teach 


them how to incorporate the various ele- 
ments of leadership they learned at the 
retreat. They will write mission state- 
ments, set goals, create a budget, write out 
timelines, and, most importantly, works in 
groups. "What we are trying to focus on 
with this program, more than anything, is 
to leam to work in groups,” Brinkley said. 
"Every single MBA program you go to is 
group work. In every office, you do some 
sort of group work. No one really teaches 
you that, so we thought that Emerging 
Leaders would be a good place to do quite 
a bit of that.” 

For ASC students that have 
already demonstrated their leadership 
skills, the Presidential Leadership Forum, 
the other branch of the ASC Edge 
Leadership Institute, would be a great 
place to transform on-campus leadership 
skills into skills in the business world, The 
Presidential Leadership Program, which is 
specifically designed for juniors and sen- 
iors preparing to enter the career world, 
will consist of leadership workshops, 
informative speakers, and formal business 
conferences. Applications for this pro-. 
gram will be sent out soon and the pro- 
gram is expected to start around the third 
or fourth week of February. 

The ASC Edge Leadership 
Institute sounds like a good idea for any- 
one who wants to be successful in any 
future career. Those interested can contact 
the Dean of Students Office.

On Jan. 10, Agnes Scott announced the post- 
ponement of the Master of Arts in Teaching in early 
childhood education. This five-year program, which 
allowed certification through a B.A./M.A.T. program, 
was a comerstone of the educational department at 
Agnes Scott College. This news came as a shock to 
everyone, especially upperclasswomen who were devot- 
ed to the program. 

"I cried when I told my parents the news," said 
Currey Hitchens '02. "I do not know what I'm going to 
do next year." Many of the students involved feel the 
same way: there was no foreshadowing or warning that 
the postponement might occur. Juachelle Echols '02 
explains that she now has to "scramble to find other 
options and meet deadlines for other programs in the 
midst of settling down for the start of a new semester." 
Although feelings of shock and abandonment are under- 
standable, it is important for the College as a whole to 
realize that the administration is doing all that is possi- 
ble to get this program back on it's feet, despite the dif- 
ficult circumstances. 

In a memo to the school from President 
Bullock, the reasons for postponement were listed: 


The Profile 


Georgia's Professional Standards Committee (PSC) has 
not approved the program, there is insufficient faculty, 
and the budget is being re-evaluated. As long as the pro- 
gram is on probationary status with the PSC, Agnes 
Scott has no choice but to postpone it. 

Lerita Coleman Brown, Associate Dean of the 
College, and Rosemary Zumwalt, Dean of the College, 
explained that in no way should budget adjustments be 
viewed as the primary reason for cancellation: in fact, 
Dean Zumwalt said that she "would hate for [the situa- 
tion] to be reduced to economic terms." 

The Deans, and presumably the entire adminis- 
tration, feel that Agnes Scott has a reputation for pro- 
ducing high-quality teachers, and the school does not 
want to ruin this by continuing with a program that does 
not, for the time being, have the resources to be exem- 
plary. The program will be reviewed next year. In the 
meantime the school is re-evaluating the curriculum, 
looking for ways of improvement, and searching for new 
faculty. 

Despite a somewhat optimistic outlook on the 
future of this program, the dilemma of what to do still 
lies with the upperclasswomen. Many of them are try- 
ing to review their limited options, but for seniors like 
Hitchens, this is especially difficult. "I really feel like a

year of my life has been stolen," she said. "! could have 
opened so many other options if | had known that the 
masters program was off before fall semester." 

There is the possibility, though, that juniors and 
seniors will still be able to receive their B.A. and cre- 
dential certification in early childhood education as 
planned at Agnes Scott. In March, the school will pro- 
pose this option to the Department of Education, and 
Dean Zumwalt "anticipates that the students will be able 
to receive [the certification]." 

This is by no means a minor setback, and it will 
take hard work and many changes for the administration 
to re-establish the program. As the Deans make it clear, 
it is not up to the students to get the program ninning 
again, it is up to the PSC and the College administration. 
However, the student body does not have to be entirely 
stagnant when it comes to ways of helping. Dean Brown 
explains that "When an Agnes Scott student does well in 
a classroom, either as a teacher or a student teacher, and 
schools rave, both the student and Agnes Scott benefit." 
Students can help by showing the world the accom- 
plished results of an Agnes Scott education. 
Coincidentally. it seems that this is what they have 
always been doing. 


Students contend with larger class sizes, consequences

Spring semester’s classes look 
to be to be more packed than usual. 
Some students are complaining about 
having to crane their necks over the tops 
of what seem like endless rows of women 
just to see what their teachers write on the 
board. "My biggest class last semester 
was 17 students," Alice Li '05 said. "This 
semester my biggest class has 29 people." 

The reason why classes seem 
larger this semester, explains Registrar 
Mary Kay Jarboe, is that the faculty has 
started using a 3-2 system to organize the 
amount of classes they teach. The way 
this system works is each professor 
teaches three classes one semester and 
two classes another semester. "What may 
have happened is that most teachers 
chose to teach three classes in the Fall 
and two in the Spring," Jarboe said. 
"What we'll probably do next year is try 
to balance the number of classes each 
teacher takes on so that this won't happen 
again." 

Because of the imbalance, fewer 
sections are offered this semester--255 
compared to 272 last fall. Consequently, 
the number of students in those limited 
sections has increased. Eleven classes 


this semester have 30 students or more. 
almost twice as many as in the fall. "The 
increase really isn't very dramatic," 
Jarboe said. "The classes in previous 
years have actually had more students per 
class than this semester." 

Despite the fact that the increase 
is comparatively slight, the consequences 
of the larger class sizes have caused some 
problems. "My Modern History class 
didn't have enough books ordered at the 
bookstore," Carrie Cooper ‘05. said. 
"Since we have a reading assignment 
everyday, it's been kind of a hassle to bor- 
row a book from my friend every time | 
need to read a chapter." 

The larger classes have 
decreased the quality of education for 
some students. They complain that 
because the classes are so large they are 
forced to sit in the back of the room 
behind large pieces of equipment, like 
projectors, which make 1t difficult to both 
see and hear the professor. Others men- 
tion that sometimes there aren't enough 
desks for every student. "My history 
class has 22 people in it," Gretchen 
Deitze 2 said. "It's kind of hard for my 
teacher to learn everybody's name. When 
the classes are smaller you have more 
one-to-one contact."

Some science laboratory classes 
are also packed. For example, one of the 
Biology 192 Labs has more than 20 peo- 
ple. which means that there are not 
enough supplies, such as carbon dioxide 
tanks, to go around. The fruit fly lab that 
the students are currently doing requires 
that cach group haye their own carbon 
dioxide source, and because of the size of 
the class, students are forced to stay in the 
laboratory longer than usual. 

Even more seriously, some jun- 
iors are finding it difficult to get into the 
classes they need for their majors: 
Because some classes are only offered 
every other year, it is impossible for these

People don't expect that a small 
college like ASC would have problems 
with overly large classes. In fact, a good 
many of the women on campus applied to 
this school to escape the class size prob- 
lem campuses much larger than ASC 
often face. Next year, the faculty teach- 
ing schedules will be more spread out 
Until then, get to class carly and steal the 
good seats in the front. Leave the wobbly 
chairs with the broken armrests to the 
people that come in late.

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MLK Convocation: 
Congressman John Lewis speaks at ASC

The Agnes Scott College com- 
munity gathered in Gaines Chapel on Jan. 
16 to celebrate the life and legacy of Dr 
Martin Luther King Jr Congressman 
John Lewis, a friend of Dr. King and a 
devoted civil rights activist, said he was 
“happy, very delighted, and pleased” to 
return to Agnes Scott to speak in honor of 
his late friend. 

The MLK celebration included 
“Jubilee Festival March” and other songs 
written by Sharon J. Willis, the tradition- 
al faculty procession, words of wisdom 
and encouragement from President Mary 
Brown Bullock. and prayers led by the 
Rev. Dr. Laura S. Suggs 

Sotto Voce enchanted the audi- 
ence with the song: “I Wan’ to be Ready.” 
Joyful Noise rocked the crowd with a 
vibrant gospel tempo and the audience 
joined them tn their energetic sways 
Agnes Scott's own Marvin McCrary Sr..a 
member of the Committee on 
Community Diversity and a long time 
Civil Rights activist. introduced the 
Congressman and spoke about his own 
involyement in the civil nights movement 

A skilled orator. Lewis offered 
the audience glimpses of his life through 
a series of short stories. which made the 
presentation less like a speech and more 
like a vivid verbal journey into the past 
Reflecting on his boyhood experiences 
ona farm in Pike County. he told a story 
about “chicken church”-- he practiced 
preaching to the chickens that pecked and 
scampered around the barn. He joked 
that perhaps “those chickens listened bet- 
ter than [my] colleagues on Capitol Hill," 
also adding that they “were probably 
more productive’ as well 

As the son of a sharecropper. 
raised in Pike County, Alabama. Lewis 
recalled being surrounded by the ugly 
presence of racial hatred and oppression 
in the midst of the Deep South during the 
1950s. During his childhood he attended 
segregated schools and used separated 
facilities 

Lewis reminded the audience 
that it was less than forty years ago that 
African Americans were not allowed to 
vote because of “so-called literacy tests.” 


Lewis then told the audience about how a 
black lawyer and other black profession- 
als, possessing doctoral and other 
advanced degrees, were denied the right 
to vote on the basis of failing these litera- 
cy tests. “They were cheated out of their 
right to vote,” said Lewis 

An intelligent and thoughtful 
youth, Lewis recognized oppression and 
racial hatred and soon became active in 
the movement for civil rights. At 21, 
Lewis participated in the Freedom Rides, 
which were organized to challenge segre- 
gation in the interstate bus terminals 
across the South. He also participated in 
sit-in protests at segregated lunch coun- 
ters in Nashville, Tennessee. 

Lewis became a great leader at 
the forefront of the Civil Rights move- 
ment and faced beth accomplishments 
and danger. In the early sixties Lewis 
determined to register African 
American voters. In Selma, Alabama, 
only 2.1% of the African American pop- 
ulation was registered to vote. Lewis 
vividly described the “large. gun-toting 
sheriff!’ who was “guarding” the court- 
house as he attempted to register a group 
of African Americans to vote 

The audience anxiously awaited 
the moment he would speak about his 
personal interactions with Dr. Martin 
Luther King. “Are you the John Lewis of 
Pike County?” was the first thing that Dr. 
King said to Lewis upon their first meet- 
ing, “lam John Robert Lewis.” said the 
Congressman to the Civil Rights legend 
Lewis, in a deep tone of sincerity, added, 
“It was the beginning of a beautiful rela- 
tionship.” 

Lewis also participated in 
protest marches and community action 
programs. Perhaps Bloody Sunday was 
the most dangerous fight for freedom he 
would ever experience, Lewis recalled 
seeing “a sea of blue” (the Alabama state 
troopers) as he. Hosea Williams. and 600 
marchers attempted to cross the Edmund 
Peters Bridge in Selma to protest for the 
right to vote. Abusive police confronted 
them using tear gas, bullwhips, and 
batons to break bones and spirits. In spite 
of this bnitality though, no spirits were 
broken that day. Lewis cannot recall how 
he got through the ordeal. Commenting

Lewis made sure to make his 
philosophy of nonviolence was clear to 
the audience. He said that he, as did the 


late Dr. King, still believes in, “the use of 


non-violence for the struggle of good.” A 
reporter from the New_York Times pres- 
ent at the March on Washington said, “No 
one could ever remember an invading 
army quite as gentle as the 200,000 civil 


rights marchers who occupied 
Washington.” 

According to Lewis, Dr King 
“personified the best in mankind.” 


Somewhat solemn but thoughtful, Lewis 
remembered. “the last time I saw him 
alive was in Pascals Hotel Restaurant 
organizing a march in 1968.” The state- 
ment hit home. Pascals is located near 
Morehouse and Spellman College, in the 
historic West End district of Metropolitan 


Atlanta. 


“We all live in the same house; 
we must hold the American house togeth- 
er,” Lewis said encouragingly in refer- 
ence to "the beloved community." Lastly, 
Lewis responded to young people who 
claim that things have not really changed, 
“Come and walk in my shoes and | will 
show you change.” 

Congressman Lewis signed 
books during the reception in Katherine 
Woltz Reception Room. Students and 
faculty took advantage of the opportunity 
to meet and talk with the exemplar 
Congressman. When asked during an 
interview what advice he would yive to 
young people in regards to honoring the 
Civil Rights Movement, he said, “Read 
the literature-- watch ‘Eyes on the Prize’ 
and study the history of the movement.”

As President Bush would 
have us do, we have gone on with our life 
as normal, and because of our patriotism 
the escorts of America need not worry 
about where their next meal will come 
from. 


Public Safety sponsors popular self-defense classes

According to the most recent studies by the submit to an assault. "Unfortunately," Lt. Cooper said, 


Department of Justice. women are the victims of more 
than 4.5 million violent crimes in our country every 
year, including approximately 500,000 rapes or other 
sexual assaults,. Even more startling is the statistic that 
for every thousand women who attend college, an esti- 
mated 35 of these women are raped each academic 
year. 


"in today's society, women are less likely than men to 
be taught to be aggressive or assertive enough to defend 
themselves in danger." The RAD program tries to help 
women realize the power they do have by teaching 
them physical techniques to fend off attacks. 

One indirect and usually unexpected side effect of 
these self-defense courses is that women become 
empowered by the realization that security and control 
depend not on how big or strong they are. but on their 
knowledge of how to deal with attackers. For exam- 
ple. one of the principle concepts taught in this course 
is how to not to be an easy target. This is important 
because attackers tend to target people who look like 
they wouldn't resist assault. instead of people who look 
like they would put upa fight. The class primarily 
teaches women different techniques to get away from 
attackers, like the most effective stances to prevent the 
attacker from taking total control of your body. and the 
most sensitive pressure points on a person's body 

Despite the physical emphasis in the classes, 
Officer Leverette stresses the idea that "90% of a 
women's fight against assault is-risk avoidance: only 
10% of the focus should be on the moves.” 

Lt. Cooper and Officer Leverette believe that this 
course is important for ASC especially since it is situ- 
ated ina city environment where there is more of a risk 
of crime. Lt. Cooper says that Public Safety will con- 


In reaction to the possible danger that a young 
college woman at ASC may face. the Office of Public 
Safety is offering a women's self-defense class this 
semester based on the popular nationwide program, 
Rape Aggression Defense systems (RAD). RAD 
attempts to teach women how to use basic, easy to 
learn, and easy to remember defense skills to protect 
themselves and escape from assault. 

Officer Tammy Leverette and Lt. Larry 
Cooper from Public Safety are responsible for intro- 
ducing the RAD program to ASC. Although the 
school already offers a Self-Defense Class through the 
PE. Department. Lt. Cooper thought that ASC should 
offer a shorter, more convenient course for women 
who want to learn basic defense skills but cannot com- 
mit to the long-term martial arts-type training that is 
usually required for the courses taught by the PE 
Department 

The RAD program does require a fee. but 
since the school subsidizes the program financially, the 
classes only cost $30 for the entire nine-week course} , 
and there is an extra perk of being able to attend an\ 
future RAD courses for free anywhere in the nation. 

One of the reasons why programs like RAD

Students have a say in the future of 
their college as a series of interviews and 
lectures mark the end of another stage in the 
hiring process for Agnes Scott's English 
and Philosophy departments. 

Of four authorized searches, (one 
in Anthropology, one in Philosophy, and 
two in the English department) only two 
were allowed to continue: the search for an 
Assistant Professor of Applied Ethics. and 
the search for an Assistant Professor of 
Modern and Postmodern Literature. 

According to Dr. Linda Hubert, 
Professor of English, and Dr. Richard Parry, 
Chair of the Philosophy Department, the 
hiring searches for both departments are 
extremely similar. When the departments 
found themselves with an open position, 
they asked the administration for permis- 
sion to do a search. 

The departments then advertised 
in educational journals during late summer 
and early fall. Applicants sent in letters of 
interest and résumés. The department mem- 
bers decided which applicants to interview 
at the main conventions in their fields, both 
held in December. 

From those, each department 
picked four candidates to visit the campus 
for another round of interviews with the 
faculty. The candidates also gave formal 
presentations open to the campus commu- 
nity and met with the administration. Then, 
the departments met to determine theirtop 
choice. 

The administration will decide 
whether to accept the departments’ final 
choices, and then the College will send the 
final selection a contract to accept or reject, 
marking the end of the yearlong process. 

The English department lost both 
Dr. Chris Ames and Dr. Bona Ball in 2001. 
According to Dr. Steve Guthrie, Chair of 
the English department, the department ini- 
tially wanted to conduct two searches, to 
find someone to teach modem and post- 
moder literature and another to teach fic- 
tion writing. After budget cuts, the depart- 
ment could only continue the search for the 
assistant professor in literature. 

The candidates for that position 
are Dr. Andrea Zemgulys, University of 
California at Berkeley, Dr. Aaron Jaffe,

We all know certain things and we 
also know what we do not know. However, 
we cannot Know what we do not know that 
we don't know. If this all throws you off a lit- 
tle. imagine being confronted with all of this 
at 9am ona Saturday morning, This is just a 
taste of what was to come for a handful of 
students from colleges around Atlanta. 

On Saturday, Feb. 9, a group of stu- 
dents assembled at Spelman College for 
Symposium 2002. Sponsored by the Atlanta 
Semester, filmmaker Shakti Butler presented 
her 1997 documentary, The Way Home. The 
film was based on conversations held 
between women of eight different ethnic 
groups: Native American, Latin American, 
African American. European American, 
Jewish, Bi-Racial, Asian. and Arabian. 

All of the students in attendance 
chose partners to discuss and share ideas with 
throughout the day, Butler facilitated all of 
the conversations in the larger group and pre- 
sented topics to begin discussion between 
partners. 

Students, like the women in the film, 
tackled issues of race, ptejudice, and the idea 
of someone being outcast as "the other." The 
notion of having or lacking societal privilege 
carried into conversations about experiences. 

Butler. a sclf proclaimed "social jus- 
tice fighter." made it possible for everyone in 
a diverse group to be heard. Butler spoke 


off to a good start 


matic moment that occurred with silence followed by 
encouraging applause. 

On a lighter note, a humorous anecdote about 
a common experience for many African American 
women was perfonned by the ensemble cast. This situ- 
ation involved the trials of women in a typical beauty 
shop having to fight for space and having merchandise 
pushed on them in the process. The audience signaled 
that they identified with the characters and their experi- 
ence. 


The individual segments featured both individual 
actresses and ensemble work. 

Each actress, dressed in black, carried only a 
solid colored scarf that represented her unique charac- 
ter. This technique allowed for the differentiation of the 
characters without the verbalization of characters’ 
names. 

The pieces touched on issues affecting modern 
African American women in various aspects of their 
lives. Themes dealt with topics such as relationships, 
racism, single motherhood, and dealing with men's dis- 
respect. 


Overall, this was a marvelous and enlighten- 
ing performance that received much appreciation from 
the audience. Those involved in Since ‘76 brought out 
many often overlooked themes in this exceptional 
Agnes Scott production. Future performances by these 
women are highly anticipated. 


One particularly powerful monologue per- 
formed by the character Indigo centered on the over- 
whelming pressures of being a single mother. The 
mounting stress eventually caused her to take her chil- 
dren's lives because she felt she was giving them back 
their freedom.

Teach For America, places college 
graduates in inner-city and rural classrooms 
to teach children who may otherwise not 
have a satisfactory education. Corps mem- 
bers commit themselves for two years, but 
the results, said Maren Elliott, National 
Director of Recruitment Support, last for a 
lifetime. And for Scotties who may feel 
stranded with the recent postponement of the 
MAT program, Teach For Amenca offers 
even more. 

"There are no expectations," said 
Elliott of any special academic qualifica- 
tions, Agnes Scott students, however, may 
be particularly suited for this job. "[The 
ideal corps members] set really high goals 
for themselves and their students," said 
Elliott. Teach For America looks for stu- 
dents who have particularly strong leader- 
ship skills and a history of reaching their 
objectives 

Corps members are Known for sur- 
passing the limits set by traditional educa- 
tors. Often they extend the hours they are 
available to their students. Working long 


national news? 
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after the school bells have faded, they even 
hold class on Saturdays. Students who could 
only read or write below their grade level 
now achieve standards set for higher grade 
levels. 

"The majority [of corps members] 
are recent grads," said Elliott. "But we 
recruit from a range of ages." The only 
requirement to apply is a bachelor's degree. 
Although an education background will cer- 
tainly help, it is not especially considered in 
the application process. Profiles of corps 
members on the Teach For America website 
(www.teachforamerica.org) include English 
literature, political science, biology, art his- 
tory, and even foreign language majors. At 
the moment math and science majors are 
especially encouraged to apply-"There is a 
huge need for those types of people," said 
Elliott. 

Though the application is relative- 
ly simple, do not be mistaken: Teach For 
America is highly competitive. In 2001 over 
5,000 people applied, but only 920 were 
placed in classrooms. The numbers are 
growing, however, as the program continual- 
ly receives more and more applications and 
recruits more and more members every year.

The goal for 2002 is 6,600 applications, and 
Teach For America plans to place over 1,350 
corps members. 

Though the deadline for this year 
has already past, current Juniors may apply 
to join the ever-increasing mob of corps 
members Teach For America hopes to place 
next year. Applications may be found online 
and a hard copy may be requested from 
ASC-TFA recruiter Rebekah Housek-Monge 
(rmonge@teachforamerica.org). After local 
recruitment agencies receive the applica- 
tions, a reviewer will invite a certain number 
to participate in a day-long interview with 
other applicants. This includes a sample 
teaching lesson which will make up a large 
part of training if the applicant is accepted. 

Accepted applicants should expect 
lots and lots of classes during their five 
weeks of training. "Students spend part of 
their day actually teaching in classes," said 
Elliott. The latter part of the day is spent in 
such activities as diversity training, goal set- 
ting, writing lesson plans, etc. After the five 
weeks, corps members graduate and are 
placed in one of seventeen locations around 
the country, including Atlanta, Chicago, and 
Washington D.C. 


The two years can be long and 
hard, but the paybacks are eternal. A recent 
article by Sandy Banks in the Los Angeles 
Times (Oct. 23, 2001) chronicled a day in the 
life of Jenny Tan, a TFA teacher in Pasadena. 
Tan quotes her mother: "Why are you always 
at school? Why do you work so hard?" Such 
industriousness pays off, though. 60% of 
corps members stay with education: 40% in 
the classroom, 20% in other directions. The 
latter 40% go on to do other things, such as 
administration, civil service, politics, and 
management. 

May is only three months away. 
For Seniors, this means the end of school and 
the entrance into the job market. For Juniors, 
May heralds the day they must start solidify- 
ing their plans for the future. Economic en- 
sis dictates an ever-decreasing job market, 
which might undermine the confidence of 
our upperclasswomen. Yet TFA corps mem- 
bers find fulfillment. In these often over- 
crowded and under-funded classrooms, 
teachers earn a living while preparing them- 
selves for advancement. More importantly, 
though, they discover how their own brand 
of altruism fits into the workings of funda- 
mental change.

California- The world of technolo- 
gy took a giant leap forward in December as 
a company called Millennium Jet publicly 
presented SoloTrek XFV, a 325 pound jet- 
pack prototype that can fly approximately 
two feet above the ground at low speeds. 
Millennium Jet's top secret invention comes 
several months after the unveiling of Segway, 
the magical scooter that will one day take 
over the universe, enslaving the human race 
in the process.

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College celebrates 113th Founder’s Day

On Wednesday, Feb. 20, students, 
administration, faculty, and alumnae 
crowded into Rebekah Woltz Reception 
Room to celebrate the 113th annual Agnes 
Scott Founder's Day Convocation. The 
College celebrates the establishment of the 
institution near George Washington Scott's 
birthday, Feb, 22. 

President Mary Brown Bullock 
prefaced the main speaker in her tartan, a 
traditional Scottish scarf and hat. She intro- 
duced first the descendants of George 
Washington Scott, including Betty Scott 
Noble and her daughter Betty Noble, both 
wearing the traditional tartans to display 
their lineage. President Bullock then hon- 
ored the members of the Board of Trustees, 
past and present, and finally presented the 
keynote speaker, Chair of the Board of 
Trustees Joseph R. Gladden Jr. 

A 1964 graduate of Emory 
University, Mr. Gladden is very familiar 
with ASC. His wife, Sarah "Sally" Bynum 
Gladden, graduated from Agnes Scott in 
1965. Both his mother and his aunt attend- 
ed ASC, and his grandfather taught biology 
in the early 1920s. Furthermore, Gladden 


has served on the Board of Trustees since 
1990 and as Chair since 1992. His 10-year 
term will end this year. 

"It was a Warm evening in July," 
Gladden stated in a jovial voice as an intro- 
duction to his brief history of Agnes Scott 
College. He continued, illustrating the gath- 
ering of members of the Presbyterian 
Church of Decatur in 1889 that decided to 
open a school for girls. On Sept. 24 1889. 
Rev. Frank Henry Gains and his congrega- 
tion opened the Decatur Female Seminary, 
an elementary school for girls. 
Washington Scott contributed generously to 
school and as a result the name of the 
school was changed to the Agnes Scott 
Institute in 1890. 

The Institute went through many 
changes at the beginning, including a con- 
version of the school froma stock company 


George 


to an independent company with a Board of 


Trustees. and 4a separation from the 
Presbyterian Church. On May 12, 1906, the 
institute was renamed Agnes Scott College 
and discontinued the primary academy 

The Agnes Scott Institute was the 
first college in Georgia to receive accredita- 
tion from the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools 


George Washington Scott, Dr. 
Gaines, and Nanette Hopkins, who served 
for 49 years as the first principal of Agnes 
Scott, could be given the official recogni- 
tion for the founding of Agnes Scott 
College, Gladden explained 

He said, "A principal hallmark of 
Agnes Scott College has been academic 
excellence." Elaborating on how the Agnes 
Scott community needs to forever follow 
the precedent set by the founders, he said. 
"Our founding was and continues to be an 
ongoing process. We ure what we are and 
we should be very proud of that." 

Emphasizing that the Agnes Scott 
community must always change with the 
times, Gladden gave details on the future 
plans of Agnes Scott College. First, joint 
teaching in cooperation with other universi- 
ties such as Georgia Tech and Emory will 


be incorporated to endow the students of 


Agnes Scott with many more leaming 
opportunities 

Agnes Scott will expand. its 
internship opportunities to. provide the stu- 
dents with an open gateway to their suc- 
cessful future. Then, Gladden emphasized 
the importance of exploring new technolo- 
gy to improve the College even further and 


again oller the campus community access 
to anything. 

Finishing his goals, Gladden con- 
cluded his "Founder's Day Everyday" 
speech by stating that the College is con- 
stantly changing and any lite thing a mem- 
ber of the community does today will affect 
the future of the College in several years 
Every person is important in the develop- 
ment of Agnes Scott and thus everyone is a 
founder.

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Enron: No, itis nota 
disease from Burundi

Enron, a billion dollar company-with its 
Fortune 500 status and 14 subsidiaries-began to plunge 
in early 2001 when the stock prices fell from $90.75 per 
share in August of 2000 to $44 in June of 2001, to $25 
in September, and finally to a mere 26¢ per share in 
November of 2001. 

Before its Chapter 11 bankruptcy filing in 
December of 2001, Enron Corporation was one of the 
world's largest suppliers of energy and other physical 
materials to customers worldwide. According to 
CNN/Money.com, Enron holds the record for the coun- 
try's largest bankruptcy filing ever. 

As of late last year, Enron's 14 subsidiaries 
included Enron North America Corp., its wholesale 
energy trading business; Enron Energy Services, the 
company's retail energy marketing operations; Enron 
Transportation Services, the company maintaining 
Enron's pipeline operations; Enron Broadband Services, 
the company's e-commerce operation; and Enron Metals 
& Commodity Corp. 

The company's demise was not due to a shrink- 
ing market or a lagging economy. It was due to dishon- 
est corporate executives. 

In a whistle-blowing investigation, some of 
Enron's top executives have been accused of diverting 


funds into secret partnerships in order to disguise the 
company's debt without giving up control of the assets. 
By hiding their debt, Enron looked more appealing to 
investors, but what the investors did not know was that 
they were being deceived about the financial health of 
the company. While the top executives at Enron tried to 
lure more investors, they sold their own stocks to make 
certain that they would not be hurt by the imminent col- 
lapse. 

In addition to the corruption in the company's 
accounting practices, a list of "bonuses" obtained by 
CNN showed that money paid to executives before the 
Chapter 11 filing ranged from $1,000 to $5 million. 

Before this news broke, Enron was in the 
process of securing a deal with Dynegy, which had 
offered to buy the company for $9 billion. During nego- 
tiations, Enron's books reported a $690 million debt 
within one week. Dynegy announced in late November 
of 2001 that it was pulling out of the $9 billion deal. 
Enron hopes to pay back some of its creditors through a 
lawsuit against Dynegy. 

While Enron executives and Enron's account- 
ing firm, Arthur Andersen, battle in court, the company 
continues to impact stock prices. 

On a long-term basis, investors around the 
world continue to focus on how companies account for 
their financial transactions. 


Class of '05 Gains Reputation for Drug Abuse

On Oct. 30, 2001, an ASC Public Safety 
Officer, who was patrolling Candler Parking Lot, spot- 
ted a first year student smoking crystal meth in the mid- 
die of the day. This was not the first or the only First- 
Year drug-related incident overheard by the ASC Police 
this school year, but so far, it is the only case that has 
been officially reported. 

Besides a few cases in Avery Glen, most of the 
feedback that Public Safety has received about drug- 
related incidents in the school has dealt with First- 
Years. "This is unusual," said Rus Drew, Director of 
Public Safety. "Usually drug use on campus starts when 
students become comfortable and less careful after a 
few years of living on campus." 

Some First-Year students have casually men- 
tioned suspicions of marijuana use, and some Public 
Safety officers have detected distinctive marijuana 
odors in the First-Year dorms. However, none of these 
suspicions are enough to accuse anyone of drug abuse 
oncampus. Dean Hudson has already held meetings in 
both Winship and Walters in hopes of deterring students 
from bringing drugs on campus. 

Drew stressed the need for students to official- 


ly report cases to Public Safety. "We've heard a lot of 
hearsay from students when our officers patrol places 
like the dining hall," Drew said, "but it's usually some- 
thing like, 'Have you heard anything about drug activi- 
ty in Winship? Jane Doe told Susie Doe that someone 
was doing something somewhere,’ We can't charge any- 
one with evidence like that." 

In the past, students have been more reliable 
about calling Public Safety whenever there was a suspi- 
cion of illegal activity in the dorms. According to 
Drew, this year there haven't been many calls at all. 

However, there have been additional drug 
cases On campus that were not sent directly to Public 
Safety. "If an RA catches you," Drew said, "then she 
will write up an Honor Court case. The case may never 
see Public Safety at all." He warns that in many cases, 
such as marijuana charges, ASC’s Honor Court is more 
severe than Metro Atlanta Criminal Court. The student 
caught at the beginning of the year, for example, has 
been expelled from ASC and is pending a court case in 
a few months, No matter what means a student uses to 
report the use or possession of drugs on campus, 
"Everyone has a responsibility to report these cases," 
Drew said. "Just pick up the phone and call."

We deny ourselves knowl- 
edge of genocide and hate in other coun- 
tnes. Are you aware of the foreign policy 
here in your own country? Ironically, 
statements of unity and love for our 
diverse country are accompanied by hate. 
In the same state where the attacks 
occurred, twenty-one students from 
Bahrain, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, and Qatar 
were forced to withdraw from the State 
University of New York Maritime 
College after both being attacked and 
harassed. Instead of stopping racial pro- 
filing we have found new targets for our 
hate. The hate was not lost but spread. 
Even children, only believed to be of 
Middle Eastern descent, are harassed by 
other children. Are you willing to let your 
future doctor, your future lawyer, or your 
child's future teacher grow up with hate? 
Who is brave enough to stop the cycle? 

Many individuals felt awakened 
by the events of Sept. 11, but how could 


you sleep? In 1998 alone. the Southem 
Poverty Law Center found 500 hate 
groups operating in the United States. The 
Simon Wiesenthal Center found 2,100 
hate sites available and recmuiting on the 
internet. Our children are being taught to 
hate right here at home. There are terror- 
ist organizations in our own backyard. 
How could you sleep? Hate is killing 
Asians, African-Americans. Caucasians.

Hate bares neither 
an address, age. income, nor a race. A 
Harvard University tutor subjected to 
homophobic vandalism withdrew from 
the distinguished university. An Asian- 
American student at the University of 
New York at Binghamton was left with a 
fractured skull in an assault motivated 
solely on race. A Hispanic woman attend- 
ing Ohio State University was harassed 
not by her peers but by those entrusted to 
fill college students with knowledge. Two 
of her professors referred to her not by her 
name but by the stereotypical term "wet- 
back." The Prejudice Institute faults col- 
lege faculty for approximately 10% of 
prejudice acts on college campuses. The 
more we pass blame the more children we 
destroy and hurt with our hate. We are all 
affected and we should all aid in spread- 
ing tolerance and love. Who is brave 
enough to stop the cycle? 

If we don't speak of hate, if we 
don't think of hate, or if we simply deny 
hate it will never be erased. We are not 
too young to make a difference. We are 
too old to not to try to make changes. Do 
you trust your president, who refused to 
sign the 1998 Texas James Byrd Jr. Hate 
Crimes Act, to solve hate? Camille 
Adams is quoted as saying, "You read 
about this in history books. But it is hard 
to imagine that this could still occur in the 
new millennium." This is our millennium

Words hurt, and their impact 
often lasts longer than a bruise. 
Abuse comes in many forms - sex- 
ual, domestic and even mental. 
Many do not realize when they are 
being mentally abused. While 
mental abuse may not sound as 
dangerous as domestic vio- 
lence, it can have lasting 


psychological , 
ait 


effects,

Mental 
abuse is 
cloaked in many 


guises and is the result of 
emotional and verbal abuse. 
Mental abuse may be insults, pro- 
fanity, degrading language, threats 
or the destruction of property with 
the objective of trying to gain con- 
trol through fear, Put simply, men- 
tal abuse is when someone exploits 
his or her authority or control over 
another. 

Emotional abuse often 
accompanies mental abuse, but it 
is not the same thing. Emotional 
abuse is common behavior, 
although still destructive. It may 
be blaming someone for some- 
thing he or she had no control over 
("It's your fault your brother died") 
or threatening to take away some 
emotional support ("If you don't do 
this, | won't love you anymore") 
This mistreatment may be mock- 
ing someone when he or she 
relates his or her feelings 

Emotional abuse may even 
be lashing out at someone in anger 
when he or she is not the reason for 
those feelings. These are common 
occurrences; almost everyone is 
guilty of this type of ill treatment. 
However, it is important to realize 
that these behaviors are hurtful and 
to try to correct them. 
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Verbal abuse is also com- 
mon. It includes racial slurs, 
insults and putdowns, talking 
down to someone or belittling his 
or her achievements. Calling 
someone "stupid" or "lazy" consti- 
tutes as verbal abuse. The "silent 
treatment" is another form used to 
control another person 
Most people experi- 


ence this type 
of cru- + An 
x elty 
sometime 


during their lives 

When this sort of mal- 
treatment continues, psycholog- 
ical problems often occur. This is

Fix a 
Scratched CD

Siam restaurant, located on the 
Decatur Square, truly provides a one-of- 
a-kind dining experience. 

The menu is varied, including 
curies, rice, noodles, and seafood dishes. 
The lunch menu is reasonably priced, 
ranging from $3-$7 a plate and including 
a superb clear soup with every meal. 

Particularly recommended for 
lunch by ASC students is the Panang 
Curry, which is available with beef, pork, 
tofu, or chicken and is a wonderful dish 
consisting of the meat (or substitute) and 
vegetables in a coconut base with a 
peanut sauce, served with the traditional 
lunchtime soup. 

How much for this delectable 
Thai food, in more than adequate por- 
tions? A mere $6,95-just a little over a

I hate jewel cases. I hate the way 
they crack when you drop them. | hate 
how CDs can fall out if you do not hold 
them right. I hate them so much I put my 
beloved Billie Holiday and Jill Scott CDs 
in a huge stack on top of a shelf, a good 
way to make the playing surface of those 
CDs look like my kid brother decided to 
practice cross-hatching on them with a 
jack knife. 

So I went online, hoping | could 
find some advice on how to fix them. I 
looked through page after page of adver- 
tisements for CD repair kits, like CD 
Magic, which is "guaranteed to fix 92% of 
your toughest scratches!" ($16.95), and 
professional scratch removal services, like 
diskfix.com, which costs $4 plus shipping 
and handling to repair a single disk. 
Finally, I found a couple of sites that gave 
me instructions on how to repair scratches 
on CDs myself using common household 
products such as toothpaste and metal 
cleaner. 

Many scratches on CDs are 
merely cosmetic flaws that don't hurt the 
performance of the CDs at all. Since the 
CD track plays in one continuous spiral 
from the center of the CD to the edge, the 
lasers on most CD players are better able 
to handle scratches that run perpendicular 
to the edge. So when you are repairing, 
target scratches that run parallel to the 
edge. 

Sometimes, the laser in the CD 


player can be reflected the wrong way if it 
encounters dust or finger prints on the sur- 
face. You can clean the surface of a CD 
with water, soap, and a lint-free cloth, like 
the ones used to clean eyeglass lenses. 

Before you start repairing a disk, 
it is also a good idea to write down which 
tracks skip so you can check your 
progress, and so you can figure out where 
to target your repair. Since the CD plays 
from the center to the edge, skipping at the 
beginning of the CD is most likely caused 
by a scratch at the center . 

To start smoothing out scratches, 
use a soft, damp cloth and apply a couple 
smudges of your abrasive of choice. You 
can use toothpaste, a plastic cleaner, or a 
metal cleaner, like Brasso. Terry McGee, 
a flute maker, claims on his web page that 
the Brasso he uses to polish his flutes has 
fixed every scratched CD he has ever 
owned, It costs $3-4 per 8 oz. bottle, 
which could last you forever since you 
only use a couple of drops per CD. 

Starting at the center of the CD, 
gently drag the cloth out to the edge. 
Repeat all around the CD or concentrate at 
one particular scratch until you think that 
the scratches have been reasonably 
smoothed out. Don't drag the cloth around 
in a circular motion like the Karate Kid 
("Wax on, wax off"); you could damage 
the CD even more. If you are using tooth- 
paste, wash the toothpaste off with water, 
If you are using Brasso or another metal 
cleaner, leave it on until it is dry, then use 
a dry cloth to remove the rest of the polish. 

Test the CD by playing it and 


comparing the skips to the list that you 
made earlier. Sometimes the first buffing 
does not smooth out the scratch enough to 
keep a track from skipping. Repeat the 
buffing until the CD is reasonably skip- 
free. 

Not all scratches can be repaired 
with this method. Especially deep 
scratches which can be filled in with car 
wax or furniture wax. Apply the wax over 
the entire CD and buff it off with a lint- 
free cloth. Because wax is softer than the 
plastic CD, be more careful when han- 
dling it. 

Commercial CD repair kits use 
the same abrasive technique to remove 
scratches from CDs, but they can cost any- 
where from $10 to more than $20 per kit, 
and they only give you tiny amounts of 
abrasive. For that kind of money, I'd 
rather use the scratched CD as an excuse 
to buy a brand new one (or a couple of 
used ones). 

Suggestions for CDs that are 
scratched forever: 

(1) Use them as high-tech coasters. 

(2) Make a really cool light switch cover. 
Use an old light switch cover as a template 
for drilling new holes so you can screw it 
onto the wall. 

(3) Make a jazzy sun catcher. Punch 
holes near the top edges of a few CDs and 
hang them by a string on a coat hanger. 
Hang it near a sunny window. 

(4) Make a cheap but still groovy-looking 
disco ball. Cut a CD into small, I-cm 
pieces and glue it onto a Styrofoam ball.

Ah, youth, new love, and an impending wedding 
date. The Alliance Theatre's production of Marivaux's 
The Game of Love and Chance pushes the ancient ques- 
tion of "Who is this person, really?" into highly comic 
territory. 

Orgon (William McNuffy) has arranged for his 
daughter Silvia (Julia Dion) to marry another aristocrat. 
Nervous about marrying a man she will have only one 
day to meet, she decides to switch places with Lisette 
(Michelle Six), her maid, in order to discover his true 
nature. Unknown to her, her fiancé Dorante (Christopher 
Baker) has traded places with his valet, Harlequin (David 
Pichette), to better spy on his intended. 

Hilarity ensues. The audience shares the dra- 
matic irony with Orgon, who has received a letter from 
Dorante's father advising him of the suitor's plans and 
tells Mario (Jeff Portell), Silvia's brother. They spend 
most of the play amusing themselves and us at Silvia and 
Dorante's expense. 

Pichette enlivens the play as the lustful and mis- 
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chievous Harlequin, while Jeff Portell adds a smirk or 
two as Silvia's brother, Mario, a wonderfully smarmy 
womanizer. The cast seems to draw as much comedic 
energy as possible from the audience, which spent most 
of the play laughing. 

The playwright Marivaux took his characters 
from the tradition of commedia dell'arte, a partially 
improvised performance by actors who played stock 
characters such as Harlequin, the mischievous servant, 
and gave them depth (along with scripted lines). The 
result is a light mix of familiar plot devices and wicked 
language. 

The adaptation of this 300-year-old play to 
1920s Paris works surprisingly well. The language in 
Stephen Wadsworth's translation is familiar and delight- 
fully ribald. The play retains part of its commedia del- 
l'arte background in the form of the dancers Pamela Gold 
and Patty Foster, who in any scene may become mute ser- 
vants, statues, or coat racks.

Islamic Awareness Week 2002 in Review

A few years ago, the words 
Muslim Student Association (MSA) were 
a foreign concept to Agnes Scott. 
However, within the past two years, what 
was once a dream of two ASC first-years 
has expanded into a full-fledged organiza- 
tion. A year ago, informal meetings were 
held in lower Evans. Now, thanks to the 
continuous support of Agnes Scott's 
administration, the MSA gathers in its own 
prayer room. 

This organization was formed in 
order to provide a support system for the 
Muslim women at ASC, helping to keep 
them focused on their religion while they 
are away from home. The MSA, however, 
was also born with the hopes of bringing 
understanding and awareness of the 
Islamic faith and its followers to the 
College community. As a result of the 
effects of Sept. 11, that hope has escalated 
even more, 

During the second annual Islamic 
Awareness Week (Feb. 18-22), the main 
goal was to dispel any misconceptions 
about Islam by teaching others about the 
religion-showing its beauty, peacefulness, 
and rationality. 

Since Muslims consider Islam a 
way of life, the idea of trying to narrow 
down the list of topics was daunting. The 
MSA decided to address issues that 
Muslim students at Agnes Scott were often 


questioned about by peers and professors, 
namely; the main beliefs of Islam, the 
tights and oles of Islamic women, how 
Islam was spread, the Muslim view toward 
other faiths, and who Muslims really are. 

With mass advertising, the stage 
was set for fruitful discussion and interac- 
tion. The initial responses to the week 
were quite positive. Best put by Lucia 
Sizemore, Admissions Director of 
Woodruff Program, "This is a wonderful 
week's programming. | wish | could attend 
{all the events]. Thank you for seeking to 
enrich our understanding of other faiths in 
our community, especially during this 
challenging time for all traditions." 

To kick off the week, Sheikh 
Hisham Al-Homsi, Imam of the Islamic 
Center in Evansville, Indiana, addressed 
the coming of Islam and its effects on the 
people during that time period. He high- 
lighted the two types of changes that 
Prophet Muhammad brought to the pagan 
Arab community, that of abrupt change 
(such as the belief in one God) and gradual 
change (such as the prohibition of alco- 
hol). The speaker entertained the audience 
with personal anecdotes to help answer 
some of the more frequently asked ques- 
tions such as that of "arranged marriages." 

During the "Conversations with 
Muslim Women" event on Tuesday, Feb. 
19, students were able to hear Muslim 
women share their personal experiences 
with Islam. The student panelist, Sarah 


Chaudhary '02, ended her presentation 
with a request: "My point here tonight was 
to open the door for dialogue. So the next 
time you see me, don't be afraid to ask 
questions. Like you, | am just a girl, an 
American who also has hopes and 
dreams." 

Afterwards, the audience dis- 
persed into small groups for discussions 
centering on the meaning of provided 
statements and photographs. Questions 
like,"What is the first thought that comes 
to mind when you hear the word-veil, 
Muslim women, arranged marriages... ?" 
or statements such as "it is one of the great- 
est ironies of the world that the very same 
headscarf revered as a sign of holiness 
when worn by Catholic Nuns, is reviled as 
a sign of oppression when worn by Muslim 
women." 

On the Wednesday of that week, 
Dr. Ghanim Al-Jumaily, Chairmain of the 
Islamic Center in Ann Arbor, Michigan, 
and chairman of LIFE Relief and 
Development, shared the various aspects 
of tolerance in Islam. He also left the 
Muslims in the audience with a message. 
According to Dr. Al-Jumaily, "One of the 
responsibilities of a Muslim is to ensure 
free will, regardless of who is being 
oppressed." The speaker explained the 
rationality behind the idea of no compul- 
sion in religion, specifically in Islam. 

On Thursday, there was a show- 
ing of Children of Heaven. This film con- 


sisted of a story of a young Iranian brother 
and sister who were faced with the diffi- 
culty of sharing the same pair of shoes. 
The audience both laughed and cried 
throughout this heartwarming tale. This 
production highlighted a situation of 
poverty not only present in Iran, but also 
prevalent worldwide. Yet, what struck so 
many was that while this movie addressed 
the distressing issue of poverty, it was also 
able to bring it forth in a manner that did 
not leave them feeling hopeless. 

The week ended with a cultural 
exhibit in the Hub. The MSA wanted to 
show ASC the universality of Islam: 
Muslims consist of various groups of peo- 
ple from different regions, backgrounds, 
and ethnicities. If the clothing and arti- 
facts did not attract a crowd, the food sure- 
ly did. The infamous meza plate from the 
nearby Café Istanbul, featuring a mix of 
traditional Middle Eastem appetizers such 
as babba ganoosh, hummus, tabouli, and 
naan, was highly popular. 

The responses were both positive 
and encouraging. According to Leslie 
Mashbum '02, "The organization did a 
great job in promoting understanding. It 
was very refreshing!" So, if you enjoyed 
this year's Islamic Awareness Week, stay 
tuned for next year's.

The administration announced last Tuesday 
that tuition will now be scaled by GPA. The higher a 
GPA a student achieves. the lower her tuition will be 
For example. a student with a 3.9 GPA would pay only 
about $3,700 a year for tuition including room and 
board, while a student with a 2.1 GPA would pay about 
$37.000 a year for the same expenses. 

"We hope it will give an incentive for students 
to do well." said Dean Rosemary Zumwalt. "This will 
foster an encouraging environment for excellence in aca- 
demics.”

budget changes in 
campus meeting

On March 5, President Mary Brown Bullock 
held a meeting for the faculty and staff about the 
College budget. This meeting was only an informa- 
tional meeting, however, as the actual budget for the 
2002-2003 year will be voted on and passed this 
month. 

In her presentation, Dr. Bullock clearly 
explained the financial situation of the College to 
date. The presentation began with a breakdown of 
the revenues of Agnes Scott. Sixty-three percent of 
the College's revenue comes from the endowment 
fund. This is a significantly larger proportion of the 
income than the national average of 18 percent in 
colleges and universities. Services provided to the 
students, such as housing and food, compromise 15 
percent of the income. Tuition and fees account for 
only 14 percent of the total revenue. 

Salaries and benefits for faculty and staff 
members make up 56 percent of the total expenses of 
the College. Eighteen percent is spent on contracts, 
utilities, and general maintenance. Agnes Scott also 
pays for part of the cost to educate each student, as 
tuition covers only 25 percent of the cost per year. 

Agnes Scott's financial troubles are due 
largely to the significant decrease in the endowment 
fund. In December of 2000, the endowment was yal- 
ued at $429 million. By December of 2001, the value 
of the endowment fell to approximately $337 million 
- a loss of $92 million. This drop leaves the College 
with a deficit of about $1.8 million for next year. 

In order to make up for this deficit, Agnes 
Scott will undergo some changes in the handling of 
expenses. A 7.7 percent tuition increase and a 3.3 
percent room and board increase have been imple- 
mented for next year. The operating budget and 
salaries will be decreased by small amounts. Some 
staff positions will be affected by the changes. The 
College will also reduce the amount of acquisitions in 
the library (buy smaller amounts of books and other 
media) and reduce the number of Millennium Events. 
Other areas affected include the study abroad and 
Washington Semester programs. These academic 
programs will have to pare down and limit financial 
support for participating students.

One 
of the reasons that the 
Religious Studies department 
chose the theme of racism was 
based on events involving 
racism that have occurred at 
Agnes Scott this year with the 
first-year class and also 
International teachers. 

The goal of the dis- 
cussion at the retreat was to 
acknowledge that there is a 
problem with racism and other 
types of discrimination on 
campus. The discussion was 
necessary so students and fac- 
ulty could understand where 
people from other back- 
grounds were coming from, 
and come together to start to 
think up solutions. 

The attendees also 
participated in a variety of 
other activities at the retreat. 
They performed many com- 
munity service projects, 
including participating in sev- 
eral landscape activities and 
creating nature trails. They 


also watched the movie Higher Learning. directed by 
John Singleton. Higher Learning deals with issues of 
race and tolerance on a college campus, and served as 
a good starting point for the discussion on racism and 
other types of discnmination.

This is the new face of Agnes 
Scott College. 

In the wake of the economic 
downturn, the College eliminated four- 
teen staff positions in six departments: 
one in Communications, two in Student 
Life, one in Admissions, six in Facilities, 
two in Telecommunications (which com- 
prised the entire department) and one in 
Accounting. According to a memo, 
Agnes Scott offered four of the workers 
positions that were vacant or temp-filled 
positions, and another two employees 
were offered part-time hours. Employees 
who left the staff by March 11 received 
two weeks’ pay, payout of vacation time, 
and outplacement services. They were 
offered a severance package that would 
add another two wecks' pay per year or 
portion of year served and maintenance 
of healthcare coverage through the sever- 
ance period. 

According to the preliminary 
results of the National Association of 
College and University Business Officers 
(NACUBO) 2001 endowment study, 
Agnes Scott's endowment lost 15 percent 
of its worth in the 2001 fiscal year, down 
from $408,141,000 to $346,894,000, The 
last fiscal year ended on June 30, 2001, 
little over two months before September 
11th. 

Agnes Scott is not alone in this 
new economic reality. The staff restruc- 
turing at ASC is not an isolated incident 
but a symptom of a larger problem facing

many colleges. Clark-Atlanta University 


lost 1.8 percent of its $33.5 million’ 


endowment, cut 35 unfilled positions and 
froze hiring for the remaining unfilled 
positions, and will hike tuition 5.2 per- 
cent, according to a March 12 article in 
the Atlanta Journal-Constitution, Emory 
University lost 14.2 percent of its $5 bil- 
lion endowment last year and will raise 
tuition 5.2 percent. Down the street at 
ASC, students can expect a 6.2 percent 
increase in tuition. 

That notwithstanding, Agnes 
Scott's case of the financial blues seems 
particularly acute since, according to an 
NACUBO press release, the average col- 
lege or university endowment lost only 
3.6 percent of its worth in the fiscal year. 
Still, the average rate of return on college 
endowments hasn't been negative since 
1984. 

How could this have happened? 

The story begins in 1955 with 
the large gift of Coca-Cola stock to the 
College. According to Bill Gailey, Vice 
President of Business and Finance at 
ASC, 45 percent of the College's stock 
portfolio is in Coke, and the company has 
been hit hard in the recent economic cri- 
sis. 

One provision of the gift is that 
the college cannot sell its Coke stock in 
order to diversify its portfolio, which may 
have seemed reasonable in the postwar 
boom but proves a limiting chain today. 
At its peak on July 14, 1998. Coke stock 
sold at a high of $87.94 per share. On 
June 29, 2001, the last trading day in that 
fiscal year, the stock sold for $45 a share. 
Coke's stock performance can be a buoy 
or a weight, and the College is tied to it, 
sink or swim. 

Sixty-four percent of Agnes 
Scott's operating revenues have come 
from the endowment this fiscal year, 
according to Gailey and Karen Roy, 
Associate Vice President for Business 
and Finance. Seventeen percent has gone 
toward repayment of debts, and 47 per- 
cent has gone toward daily operating 
expenses. Agaies Scott depends on its 
endowment. 

It was time to look at the budget. 

According to President Mary 


Brown Bullock '66, the administration .

knew last fall that there would be a budg- 
et shortfall and alerted the faculty and 
staff. Bill Gailey also gave a financial 
briefing to the student senate that fall. 
Now the College's budget workgroup, 
(chaired by President Bullock and con- 
sists of the college's division heads, two 
faculty members, and the student govern- 
ment treasurer) needed to get to work. 

The budget workgroup operates 
as an advisory committee that makes rec- 
ommendations to the president, who in 
turn makes the final decisions. 

"We tried to take as many cuts as 
we could before looking at staffing." said 
President Bullock. By late fall. it was 
becoming more and more obvious to the 
committee that the College would have to 
make staff cuts. President Bullock had 
the workgroup take a new look at the 
budget, but she, as head of the committee, 
finally made the decision to cut staff early 
this semester. 

The positions to be cut were 
chosen "completely by looking at the 
functions of the positions where we 
might be able to streamline operations," 
said President Bullock. "It's important to 
see that we're trying to protect all aca- 
demic core departments, all academic 
support personnel, the various budgets 
that support student activities, and we're 
also. supporting revenue-generating 
areas." These areas include admissions 
and summer conferences, 

The economic changes will 
cause more changes next year. The 
finance committee of the Board of 
Trustees has already approved the budget 
for next year, and at the time of writing, it 
currently awaits final approval by the 
Board. The budget proposes changes in 
the delivery of food and office services. It 
proposes reductions. in Communications, 
Advertising, acquisition funds for the 
library, and college-sponsored cultural 
offerings. 

The budget also proposes a 
reduction of approximately 50 percent of 
the budget for adjunct and contract facul- 
ty, though President Bullock notes that 
"the academic budget has some flexibili- 
ty and the final adjustments may in fact 
not be a 50 percent cut in actual adjunct 
and part-time positions."

Many were upset over the staff 
changes here. 

"Morale is really low." said 
Pippin. "There's a sense that the College 
is not serious about building community- 
real community-because we're not all 
included in the decision-making 
process." 

Some students seemed unsure of 
the College's loyalty to its members and 
financial future. 

"(Staff changes have] majorly 
affected the College because students’ 
attitudeS toward the College have 
changed and not for the better." said 
Kerena Kaminsky '03, "I feel threatened 
and betrayed." 

Kaminsky continued, "I'm afraid 
that tuition's going to go up and that other 
organizations’ budgets are going to be cut 
or just eliminated." 

Others were angry. 

"Why does Mary Brown Bullock make 
over $200,000, get a free house, and any- 
thing she wants here, but she can't afford 
a pay cut to save others’ jobs? [AUanta 
mayor] Shirley Franklin did." said 
DeeDee Smith '03. 

Many others felt uninformed. 
Though it is not common practice to 
announce layoffs, "they had a meeting 
about everything else," said Andrea 
Doffoney '04. "But they didn't have a 
meeting about “this will be cut’." 

At least one former employee 
remains stoic about the staff restructur- 
ing. 

"As an alumna I am deeply sad- 
dened that the College has made the 
choice to lay off staff because of budget 
issues," said Lucia Sizemore '65, former 
director of the Irene K. Woodruff Return 
to College Program. "I am concerned for 
the students and how this makes them 
feel about our college. | will miss my 
daily contact with the many wonderful 
students who have taught me so much. 
However, | live in the real world. | know 
a lot of people struggled with the budget 
issues before the decision was made."

Code's integrity, and give the victim a 
right to fully defend herself?

Don't go complaining to your RA or JR 
board representative, go straight to your 
classmate, Tell her what you saw, and 
give her the full 24 hours to tur herself 
in. If she does not, then it is in your 
hands, and even more, her fault for not 
obeying the Honor Code and turning 
herself in.

In order to give students an alternative from 
the traditional MTV Spring Break trips. Habitat for 
Humanity, a Christian-based volunteer house-build- 
ing organization, created a program in 1989 specifi- 
cally for high school and college students: the 
Habitat for Humanity Collegiate Challenge. 

The Habitat Challenge tries to help young 
people gain a greater awareness of the need for 
decent and affordable housing. Every March and 
April, the program challenges students to go into a 
poverty-stricken neighborhood somewhere in the 
United States and build a new house in just one 
week. Locations often include cities like New 
Orleans, Miami, Denver, Santa Fe, and Myrtle 
Beach. Last year alone, more than 9,000 high school 
and college students chose to skip the beach and 
spend their Spring Break building houses. 

This year, seven Agnes Scott students and 
one advisor, along with hundreds of other students 
from around the U.S. and Canada, had the opportu- 
nity to build houses in Columbus, Georgia. just 
miles from Americus, Georgia, where Habitat first 
began. 

"I knew that I would be spending my time 
more usefully there [in Columbus] than if | would 
have spent it on the beach," said Briana Dayton '05. 

Students from schools such as University of 
South Dakota, Philadelphia University, and Syracuse 
University drove hundreds of miles in order to meet 
Habitat's challenge: to build twelve houses in just 
five days. 

First, the students were separated into 
groups of 20 to 30 and assigned to a constniction 
supervisor and their very own house. The "houses" 
started as piles of wooden 2x4 beams atop slabs of 
concrete. The somewhat inexperienced students, 
with the help of only one volunteer AmeriCorps 
member or professional contractor, were expected to 
build all of the walls, shingle the roof, and side the 
house. 

"The first day, | wasn't sure that we could 
do it," said Ivana Koleva '05. 

Ivana, Briana, and six other Agnes Scott 
women joined about twenty other students from 
North Carolina State University to build their house 
from scratch. Fortunately, most of the North 
Carolina students were experienced blitz builders. 

"After the first few hours, | felt as confident 
as the experienced builders. | can hammer, yeah!" 
said Michelle Spinnato '04. 

At the end of the first day, all of the interi- 
or and exterior walls were built and the house was 
ready for the beams for the roof (called trusses in 
construction lingo). On the third day, the roof was 


shingled and sidings 
was up all around the 
house. The Agnes 
Scott/North Carolina 
State house was fin- 
ished in just four days. 

Finishing the 
house a day early, 
however, wasn't easy. 
The schedule for the 
week was grucling.

"The youth is our future and you are mak-

Fuller's inspiring speech gave the students 
the motivation to continue working on their houses. 

On March 15, the Agnes Scott women used 
their new found construction skills to help other 
groups finish their house in the five-day time frame 
instead of leaving a day early. After seven hours on 
the work site, the women said good-bye to their 
North Carolina friends and headed home. 

"At the end of the week, | had a sense of 
fulfillment. I felt like | had made a difference in 
someone's life," said Koleva '05. 

"I would do it [the Collegiate Challenge] 
again," said Alicia Hardy '04. 

While this major event only spans an eight- 
week period, opportunities to build with Habitat for 
Humanity are available year-round.

When you leave home and venture 
out into the city, do you need to come up 
with three dollars and fifty cents to use 
MARTA?* When you go to the grocery 
store, are you unable to get everything you 
need, because you can only buy what you 
can carry on the bus or bicycle? When it's 
cold outside, do you bundle up, because you 
will not be able to just turn up the heat? In 
case of emergency, are you unable to go to a 
store in the middle of the night? When you 
go out after dark, do you walk in pairs or in 
groups, because you can’t just lock the 
doors? Do you choose your healthcare, not 
on the basis of the quality of healthcare you 
need, but on what is accessible? Do you 
know there's a very good chance that at 
some point during your commute you will 
be sexually harassed? Have you ever been 
unable to complete an assignment, because 
you had no way of accessing the materials or 
the information necessary? Do you have to 
leave an hour earlier than people with cars? 
Can you only stay out until 12:30 am, 
because MARTA stops running between 
12:30 and 1:00? Are you only able to get a 
job that you can walk, bike, or take MARTA 
to? Do you stay in town during school vaca- 
tions because you can't take a road trip? 

If you answered "no" to all of these 
questions, chances are you have access to a 
car. Many people who own cars are oblivi- 
ous to the problems that carless people face 
on a daily basis, There is a population of stu- 
dents at Agnes Scott who do not have access 
to cars. Some people cannot afford them, or 
are unable to drive or own them. Other peo- 
ple choose not to own cars in order to pro- 
mote a cleaner environment and/or a sus- 
tainable public transportation system vital to 
a metropolitan community. If you have a car 
you have a certain kind of pnvilege. Be 
cognizant of your privilege and use it to help 
those who don't have that privilege or are 
ying to help the environment and commu- 
nity. There are many ways to do this. I have 
ten suggestions. 
|. Be a pedestrian friendly driver. Always 
look out for pedestrians and cyclists. Share 
the road with cyclists. Be respectful: don't 
honk at us, throw things out the windows 
that might hit us, or splash us as you drive 
past. 

2. Give carless folks a nide.** If you and a 
carless Scottie are going to the same desti- 
nation, ask if she would like to nde with 
you. If you're going somewhere that many 
people need to go, like Target, Kroger, 


Walgreens, call up your friends who are car- 
less and see if they need to go, too. When 
you drive past the Decatur MARTA station 
and you see a fellow Scottie, stop and give 
her a lift. If you have a carless friend who 
has to have regular appointments with doc- 
tors, tell her to schedule her appointments 
when you are able to take her. 

3. Arrange carpools. If your professor gives 
you an assignment that requires venturing 
off campus, set up a carpool so that every- 
one is able to complete the assignment. 

4. Ride MARTA or walk when and if it's 
possible. Walk to downtown Decatur to eat 
dinner in the evening, On the weekend, go to 
Lenox Mall, Piedmont Park, or Little Five 
Points via MARTA. The more people put 
their money into MARTA, the better it will 
be for the system and everyone who uses it. 
5. Support community initiatives that pro- 
tect cyclists, public transportation and the 
people who use public transportation. 
Support the implementation of bike lanes 
and bike racks: Wnte a letter to MARTA dis- 
couraging the reduction of bus routes. 

6. When planning events make sure the 
location is accessible by foot or by MARTA. 
Look up the MARTA directions and make 
them available to participants. 

7. Do not assume that someone has a car. 
When someone asks how to get somewhere, 
don't begin with "Just dive down Ponce...” 
Professors, When your assignment entails a 
trp off campus make sure the location ts 
accessible by MARTA and give MARTA 
directions, or take the initiative of arranging 
a carpool among the students. 

8. Encourage your place of employment to 
offer subsidies for employees who use pub- 
lic transportation. 

9. Be aware of who has a car and who does- 
n't. Does that girl down the hall own a car? 
Who among your fnends does not? Is your 
friend with epilepsy not allowed to drive 
because of a recent seizure? 

10. Respect the decision to not own a car 
Respect those individuals who are unable to 
own or drive cars

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Guilty By Reason of Insanity

Andrea Pia Yates was not the 
first mother to be found guilty of mur- 
dering the children created within her 
own womb. Yates, sentenced to life in the 
Texas prison system, will be accompa- 
nied by sixty-nine other women convict- 
ed of the same heinous cnme. The con- 
troversy surrounding the widely tele- 
vised trial was not so much in the crime 


committed but more in the definition of 


insanity 

Pleading not guilty by reason of 
insanity does not entail presenting evi- 
dence that your client is insane but pre- 
senting evidence that your client does not 
have the ability to discern between right 
and wrong. Is insanity defined by the dif- 
ferentiation between nght and wrong? 

Andrea Yates’ methodical slay- 
ing of her children motivated the jury to 
dismiss the plea of insanity. She patient- 
ly called in each sibling after the other 
and drowned them. Yates immediately 
called the police to report her wrongdo- 
ing. Does this mean she was and still is 
sane? Charles Krauthammer believes 
Yates “was saving her children from a 
worse fate, in this world and the next.” 
Her definition of right exceeds one of an 
individual with a sane state of mind. The 
voices brought on by the combination of 
her schizophrenia and post-partum 
depression brought her new rules to live 
by. 

As Andrea Yates openly con- 
fessed her visions of bludgeoning her 
children and voices commanding her to 
kill those who began life within her own 


womb, everyone declared her psychotic 
but no one declared her a threat to her 
children. Even after attempting suicide 
twice as a means of protecting her chil- 
dren from her own hands, the children 
were left in her care. Yates, aware of her 
wrongdoings in society's eyes, suc- 
cumbed to the voices and visions brought 
on by her schizophrenia. By no means 
would we declare her of sound mind nor 
completely innocent of the cnme. In our 
penal system often cited with miscon- 
duct, Andrea Yates will not receive reha- 
bilitation from a mental illness she open- 
ly battled. In 2041, at the age of seventy- 
seven, will Andrea Yates be ready to 
enter back into society? 

How could a mother commit 
such an act? Why didn't anyone see the 
blazing caution lights present in Andrea 
Pia Yates' psychotic behavior? The ques- 
tions aroused by the case of Yates may 
never be answered. All of the blame 
being passed may never reach full circle 
Does her husband share blame for not 
protecting his children from his own 
wife, their own mother? Does her family 
share blame for not intervening as they 
witnessed the downfall of their sister and 
daughter? Do the doctors who misdiag- 
nosed her schizophrenia for postpartum 
depression share the blame for the deaths 
of five innocent children? What about the 
doctor who stopped her antipsychotic 
medication only weeks prior to the 
drowning? This woman does not deserve 
a mere slap on the wrist, but does she 
deserve to be denied medical treatment 
because no one wants to accept his or her 
share of blame?

The Atlanta area is home to many large, over-the-top 
restaurants. Chains and theme restaurants abound. But in this 
menagerie of restaurants, there is a delightful café in down- 
town Decatur that breaks the mold. Café Alsace is located at 
121 E. Ponce de Leon Ave. The establishment is so small that 
if you blink while passing. you will miss it. Do not be fooled 
by its size. however. The food served within this little café is 
better than many large-scale restaurants. 

Alsace is a region in France that lies on the German 
border, Until the end of WWII, the two countries passed the 
region back and forth between their borders. This tug-of-war 
resulted in a unique blend of the French and German cultures, 
and is most notable in the cuisine. Café Alsace is owned and 
run by Benedicte, who is from the region. This café does a 
wonderful job in authentically representing the Alsatian fare. 

The atmosphere of Café Alsace is much like a street 
café in continental Europe. The décor is eclectic, but repre- 
sents the region through old French advertisements and trin- 
kets from Paris and the countryside. The seating area is small 
but cozy. This makes Café Alsace the perfect restaurant to go 
to with someone special. 

The menu is small. but varied. For lunch, the entrees 
are priced between $7-11, This menu offers light fare, such as 
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“T just realized this is a stalking song.” 
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salads. Soups and quiches. Meat and vegetarian dishes are 
available. The dinner entrees cost between $10-17. This menu 
also has vegetarian dishes, as well as a few salmon, chicken 
and beef selections. For a true taste of the region, a spaetzle 
(schpate-sa-la) dish is a great choice. Spaetzle is a special type 
of German noodle that is doughier than regular pasta. 

I ordered the spaetzle l'alsacian ($13), a baked dish 
with the noodles, ham. onions and cheese in a cream sauce. 
The dish was absolutely excellent - it tasted exactly like some- 
thing | used to eat in Germany. My dining partner ordered a 
rib eye steak in a red wine and shallot sauce ($16). The meat 
was very tender and the sauce was extremely tasty, although 
not overpowering. We began our meal with side salads con- 
sisting of lettuce, red cabbage, cucumbers, tomatoes and com. 
The balsamic vinaigrette dressing was tart, although it could 
be a bit overpowering if taken in large quantities. The salads 
came with a piece of baguette that had the traditional hard 
cnust and was soft inside. 

To end our meal, we had the chocolate mouse and 
creme bnielée ($4.25 each). Both desserts were rich and 
sweet, true to their French roots. Overall, the meal was excel- 
lent. Benedicte, who also serves as the only waitress, is very 
personable. She is willing to offer suggestions and is patient. 
All these elements combine to make Café Alsace a comfort- 
able and delicious place to dine.

On May 16, 20th Century Fox will release Star 
Wars Episode II: Attack of the Clones, one of the most 
highly anticipated films of the summer. The following 
day, Universal Pictures will release About a Boy, a small 
British film based on the Nick Hornby novel of the same 
name. 

The studio hopes that the movie will draw in 
the anti-Star Wars crowd, or even the excess from sell- 
out Episode I] showings. From buzz circulating from 
critics over the past few months, it looks as though 
About a Boy could become one of the sleeper hits of the 
summer. 

About a Boy tells the story of Will Lightman, a 
good-looking, well-dressed man in his mid-thirties who 
has never worked a day in his life and lives off the roy- 
alties of a song his father wrote. In Hornby's novel, 
Will's score on a "How Cool are You?" quiz in a men's 
magazine is so high that he qualifies as sub-zero. He is 
selfish but doesn't quite realize it, but even if he did he 
probably wouldn't care. 

To meet women, Will joins a single parent 
group, despite the fact that he has no children. Through 
a series of coincidences, he meets Marcus, a young boy 
who aetually is the child of a single parent. Marcus is an 
adult in a child's body, and the two come together in a 
strange almost-friendship. Unclear is which of the two 
is the boy of the title - the immature adult Will or the 
desperately uncool manchild Marcus. 

Soon, Will meets Rachel, a single mother who 
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mistakes Marcus for Will's son. Will doesn't bother cor- 
recting her. As Will starts to realize that he actually 
cares for Rachel, the question becomes what will she do 
when she inevitably discovers the truth. The path is sur- 
prising and hilarious. 

Will is played by Hugh Grant, who takes a turn 
from the endearingly shy character that has served his 
career well to play the self-centered, rich playboy. 
Making his American debut is Nicholas Hoult, who stars 
as Marcus. Rounding out the cast is Rachel Weisz, who 
aptly plays Rachel, and Toni Collete as Marcus's loopy 
and slightly suicidal mother Fiona. 

Paul and Chris Weitz, the brothers who brought 
us the American Pie films, serve as the directors for 
Abouta Boy. Despite the seemingly odd choice, critics 
are giving advance praise for their treatment of the pop- 
ular British novel. 

Unlike Hornby's other recent film adaptation, 
High Fidelity, which shifted the originally British story 
to the streets of Chicago, the producers chose to keep 
About a Boy's setting in London.
